1970  saw  enemy  tactics  in  MR  2  characterLeed  by  seasonal  campaigns,  coiuhicted 
durirg  (eriiids  of  reduced  lunar  Illumination.  This  time  span  sav  the  enemy  engaged 
in  the  last  tvo  phases  of  his  summer  campaign.  The  second  phase  of  this  campulgri 
’•c-curred  In  Mid^^.ay  and  another  took  place  im  the  last  10  days  of  June  when  there 
ues  a  alight  itii^irease  in  en«iiy  actirity  throughout  MR  2.  During  the  month  cf  July, 
the  tiiu:<ber  of  enemy  incidents  declined  significantly  fremt  earlier  levels.  The 
sUied  lucursions  into  enemy  Cambodian  sanctuaries  in  Kay  and  June  appear  to  have 
had  .sti'ung  repercusiiofls  on  enemy  activity  in  MR  2.  Except  for  the  3  battalUn 
a^.t  or-.  OiilAT  City  and  DUG  TRONG,  30  May  to  1  June,  the  eneay  has  reverted  to

C  uK  JaNH  targeted  by  Inoreaslng  numbers  of  standoff  attacks  and  sapper  actions. 

A  furttirv  impression  of  the  apparent  effect  of  the  allied  Cambodian  operations 
vu  tnoiiy  activity  in  MR  2  can  be  gained  from  the  enemy's  directives  to  his  units 
to  f  v-nffiive  ammunition  and  foot*.

(5)  Enemy  Capabilities;  vulnerabilities  and  probable  coorses  of  acticno 
(a)  Enemy  Capabilities s 

B-3  Front  and  MR  10:  The  overall  capability  of  enemy  forcee  to 
conduct  limited  stand-off  attacks,  small  scale  groxind  actions,  and  other  economy 
of  force  operations  reiwdns  unchanged.  Enemy  units  in  the  B-3  Front  and  MR  10 
arees  are  also  capable  of  conducting  coordinate  highpointp  throughout  the  region 
of  1-2  days  in  duration.  It  is  estimated  that  enemy  units  In  these  arcrap  are  not 
capable  of  supporting  a  prolonged  offensive  similar  to  DAK  SEANG  within  the  next 
few  months.  Specifically,  in  the  B-3  Front  area,  the  enemy's  capability  is  en¬ 
hanced  because  of  the  nearness  of  some  friendly  Installations  to  his  border  base 
areas.  His  forces  are  capable  of  launching  up  to  a  two-regiment  sire  attack 
against  the  border  camps  In  western  KONTDM  Province,  and  up  to  a  three  battalion 
size  against  the  border  camps  in  PI£IKU  Province,  Reinforcements  in  the  tri- 
border  region  probably  consist  of  three  battalions,  iMle  reinforcements  in  the 
PIEIICU  border  area  are  probably  limited  to  two  battalions.  Farther  inland  enemy 
forces  are  capable  of  conducting  stand-off  attacks,  generally  of  less  than  ten 
rounds  of  roekets/mortars,  against  major  installations  near  RONTUM,  PIEIKD,  and 
BAN  ME  THUOT  Cities.  Units  operating  near  major  LOG'S  are  capable  of  harassing 
traffic  along  these  routes  through  the  use  of  mines,  B40  rockets  and  small  arms 
fire.  £hemy  units  are  capable  of  conducting  up  to  company  sized  attacks  against 
district  headquarters  and  RF/PF  sectured  hamlets  and  villages  utilizing  small  arms, 
B40'8  and  6o/82ign  mortars.  In  HR  10,  enemy  forces  are  capable  of  attacking  CIDC- 
camps,  district  headc^iarters,  and  hamlet/village  security  units  with  platoon  to 
company  size  forces*  A  limited  capability  exists  for  rapid  reinforcement  In  this 
area;  it  is  estimated  to  be  from  one  platoon  to  a  company  sized  element.  The  enemy 
units  in  this  area  have  demonstrated  a  limited  capability  to  interdict  traffic  along 
LOG'S,  and  they  cuv  capable  of  employing  snail  aims,  B40  rockets  and  60/8^^  mortars. 
As  a  result  of  the  prolonged  offensive  in  ncrthwestem  KONTUM  anr*  the  crcse-bcrder 
operations  In  MajMune,  enemy  capabilities  in  the  B-3  Front  and  10  regions  have 
been  significantly  reduced.  Past  experience  indicates  that  enemy  forces  usually 
require  from  4-6  months  to  conduct  resupply,  refitting,  and  training  activities 
After  a  major  offensive  has  been  teniinated.  The  Cambodian  operations  probably 
upeet  the  enemy's  tlmstabls  for  future  operations,  as  time  will  be  required  to 
establish  new  base  areas  or  to  rebuild  presents  bases.  Additionally,  allied  oper¬ 
ations  have  probably  caused  soeie  delay  in  the  Infiltration  of  men  and  supplies  from 
the  north,  and  arrival  times  should  be  further  delayed  because  of  the  monso-m  rains, 
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2  MR  5?  In  KHANH  HOA  Province,  the  enemy  can  conduct  etendcff  attacks  1 

allied  installations  in  the  GAM  RANH  BAi  area,  the  NHA  TiOiNG  area  and  other  die- 
triot  and  province  inatallations  throughout  the  province.  He  Is  capable  of  de¬ 
livering  rounds  up  to  lAOmm,  and  he  can  conduct  sapper  attacks  against  ^nese  in¬ 
stallations  as  well  as  lightly  populated  areas.  He  has  a  swlnuaer  sapper  capability 
in  GAM  RANH  BAY  and  NBA  TRAiNG  areas.  Terrorist  activities  are  a  logical  line  of 
action  for  the  local  force  units  in  this  province.  The  enemy  retains  the  capability 
to  interdict  lines  of  communications  by  ambushes,  minings  and  sabotage.  In  PHI)  YEIv 
Province,  the  enemy  is  capable  of  conducting  small-scale  harassing  actions  targeted 
mainly  against  GVK  pacification  efforts.  The  enemy  can  conduct  attacks  by  fire  and 
japper  attacks  against  installations  in  TUY  HOA,  PHD  HIEF  and  VUNG  ROY  BAY  areas, 
as  well  as  district  headquarters.  He  can  terrorize  the  population  and  interdict 
Highways  1  and  7B.  In  BIHH  DINH  Province,  the  enemy  has  the  capability'  to  attack 
the  population  centers  as  well  as  DS,  GVN,  and  ROKA  inatallations  and  can  restrict 
movement  on  Highways  QL  1  and  19  by  employing  ambushes,  mines  or  sabotage  agsinst 
bridges.  The  enemy  is  capable  of  conducting  sapper  and  terrorist  activities 
against  friendly  installations  along  tiie  coast.  With  the  presence  of  the  3R0  NVA 
Div,  the  enemy  in  BINH  DINH  has  the  capability  to  stage  large  scale  attacks. 

^  MR  6;  In  Military  Region  6,  the  enemy  is  capable  of  conducting  multi- 
battalion  attacks  against  selected  targets  for  a  duration  of  1-2  days  as  was  seen 
during  the  tri-battalion  attack  against  30KG  MAO  in  April  and  the  tri- battalion 
attack  in  OALAT  during  May.  The  enemy  Is  also  capable  of  utilizing  60  and  82nnn 
mortars,  recoiless  rifles  and  ?Jfi,  and  107mm  rockets  during  the  attacks  by  fire. 

The  enemy  can  interdict  traffic  along  the  major  LOO *3  in  the  region  via  small 
ambushes,  sniping  and  mining.  He  can  use  action  arrow  teams  and  other  local  force 
units  to  impress  military  age  male  in  order  to  replenish  his  forces.  He  can  also 
attempt  to  disrupt  GVN  pacification  in  the  area  by  continuing  to  target  the  civilian 
populace  through  terrorlam,  abductions,  and  exrborticn.  The  enemy  has  limited  cap¬ 
ability  to  reinforce  hie  elements  with  less  than  coir.>)any-siae  force.  Since  the 
recent  cambodian  operations,  we  have  received  reports  that  the  infiltration  of  sup¬ 
plies  into  the  ’IR-6  region  has  been  hampered,  but  to  \diat  extent  is  not  known  at  this 
time.  It  is  also  believed  that  the  monsoon  season  will  hamper  the  enemy ^s  resupply 
efforts  to  a  limited  extent  for  the  next  three  months. 

(b)  Enemy  Vulnerabilities? 

1  Enemy  supply  lines  are  generally  insecure,  rendering  supply  caches  vulner¬ 
able  to  friendly  search  and  destroy  operations. 

2  The  enemy  has  limited  logistical  support  and  cannot  conduct  extended  offen¬ 
sive  operations  unless  be  is  near  sanctuary  areas. 

2  He  is  vulnerable  to  superior  allied  fire-power  when  he  masses  near  an  ch- 
Jeotlve  and  during  withdrawal  from  the  same. 

4  Continued  food  shortages,  sicknesses  and  heavy  losses  among  the  enemy  may 
lead  to  low  moirale,  a  situation  that  can  be  exploited  by  friendly  psychological 
operations. 
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^  Enemy  relianoe  on  impreaaed  local  olTilians  am  a  labor  source  is  a  vulner¬ 
ability  that  may  alienate  them  from  the  populace. 

(c)  Probable  Cooraes  of  Action: 

1  B-3  Front  and  MR  10:  Enemy  probable  courses  of  action  in  B-3  Front  and 
MR^IO  will  probably  remain  the  same  for  th^  condiig  quarter.  For  the  Boat  part, 
the  enMiyte  ecqpeeted  to  oontinue  harassing  attacks  along  major  UlC'S  particularly 
QL  14  sod  19*  conduct  periodic  stand-off  attacks  against  major  citlaa  and  OS/ Allied 
instcdlatlona,  and  launch  attacks  of  from  plataam  tnnaapany  el  is  against  district 
headquarters  and  RF/PF  secured  hamlets  and  villages.  One  possible  course  of  action 
is  to  inersase  acts  of  terrorlos  iq  a  continuing  effort  to  disrupt  the  pacification 
progxMt«Kl  tbs  VletnamlsatloB  process. 

2  MR-5:  In  BINH  DIUP’ Province,  enemy  objectives  are  to  disrupt  and  dMrtroy 
the  CVN  Paoificatlon  program.  Todooompllsh  thisy.  the  enemy  can  be  expected  to 
initiate  sapper  attacks,  limited  ^ound  attadts  and  attacks  by  fire  against  Allied/ 
GVN  installations,  RF/PF  posts  and  populated  centers.  Terrorist  activity  and  LOG 
interdiction  oan  also  be  expected  in  this  province.  The  greateet  number  of  attacks 
will  occur  in  the  6  coastal  districts  idtb  periods  of  Increased  activity  as  fre¬ 
quently  as  once  a  month.  In  PHU  YEM  Province,  overall  enemy  activity  should  remain 
light  daring  the  next  three  aonths.  Although  the  main  enemy  effort  will  consist  of 
anti-pacification  activities  such  as  aasassinations  aad  abductlans,  he  VLll  probably 
conduct  ground  attacks  of  np  to  2  platoon  si as  against*  RF/PF  units  as  well  as  attacks 
by  fire  and  sapper  attacks  on  larger  targets.  During  periods  of  increased  activity, 
in  KHANH  BOA  I^vlnee,  the  eneny  oay  condBct  attacka  Iqr  fire  combined  with  sapper 
attacks  on  major  tnatallatloaa  uLtliin  the  provinoa.  However,  his  continuing  effort 
will  be  directed  against  local  G7N  officials  and  the  peeiflcatlon  program.  The  NINH 
BOA  area  and  the  GAM  RAHH  BAY  area  are  expected  to  be  the  main  targets  in  the  enasty's 
plans.  RF/PF  units  oan  expect  to  receive  ground  attamks  and  attacks  by  fire. 

2  MR-6:  In  the  southern  provinces,  attacks, by  fire  combined  with  ground  probes 
are  tbs  enemy's  main  and  most  effective  oourses  bf  action.  RF/PF  units  in  the  de¬ 
fense  of  the  GVN  paoifloation  program  probably  will  eontinae  to  be  the  primary  tar¬ 
gets  for  these  attacks.  FBAN  RANG  AB  probably  will  be  the  enemy's  target  for  attacks 
by  fire,  while  the  po|xtlatlon  center  to  the  south  of  PHAI RANG  CITY  will  continue  to 
receive  harassing  standoff  attacks  and  sniping  fire.  In  TtJYEN  ODC  Province,  the 
enenv  will  probably  continue  to  conduct  standoff  attacks  and  ground  probes  against 
the  key  installations  tn  04LAT  and  OBC  TRONG  Training  Center,  along  with  Interdiction 
.'f  the  LOG'S  by  sniping  and  ambushes. 

(6)  Significant  Sources,  Agendes  and  Techlnques. 

(a)  Changes  in  Souroes,  Ageucles  and  Techniques:  Continued  use  of  all  available 
reporting  channels,  particularly  close  coordination  with  district  personnel,  Iws  en¬ 
hanced  the  exchange  of  intelligence.  This  has  in  turn  provided  a  more  ctu*rent  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  en«ay  situation  and  more  tlxwly  diaseninstlon  of  Intelligen'C  t.'  the  interes¬ 
ted  consumer. 
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(b)  0-2  Collection $  During  the  period  1  May  1970  to  31  July  1970  all  captured 
ueapons  and  materials  warn  processed  and  evacuated  through  S4/G4  channels.  During 
tile  period,  IPW  Teams  screened  and  classified  42  Hoi  Chanh's,  43  innocent  civilians, 
41  civil  defendants  and  86  prisoners  of  war.  As  a  result  of  these  interrogations  a 
total  of  76  FlR's  and  24  Hs  ware  produced  and  distributed.  IPW  teams  translated  a 
total  of  80  allied  reports  frimi  Vietnamese  or  Korean  to  English. 

(c)  Detachment  D,  1st  MI  (ARS) t  During  the  reporting  period  1  May  through 
31  July  70,  Oetactaasn'*'  D,  let  I'l  (ARS)  interpreted  622  photographic  objectives, 
(240,728)  frames  and  piepoxed  590  reports  vMoh  contained  1143  new  items.  The  re- 
produotitm  aeotlon  processed  950  prints  to  meet  the  requirements  of  23  reproduction 
requests.  The  dalivoi*y  section  flew  215  sorties  in  support  of  all  Free  '/torld  Mil¬ 
itary  Forces  in  MR  2  transporting  7,335  pounds  of  cargo.  Hand  held  missions  con¬ 
tinued  to  receive  emphasis  within  the  detachments  overall  operations.  It  flew  3 
hand  held  miesiuns  resulting  in  250  developed  prints. 

(d)  Laagery  Interpretation,  55th  Military  Intelligence  Detachment;  For  the 
perl^  1  May  70  through  31  July  70,  the  Ima^ry  Interpretation  Section,  55th  Military 
Intelliganee  Detachment  (Corps)  received  266  in  country  missions  and  processed  209. 

^  Produstion: 

There  were  62  photo  interpretation  reports  produced  and  disseminated  during 
the  quarter. 

There  were  24  special  projects  (includes  Mosaics,  trail  studies,  overlays, 
oonfirBatlon  of  o'Uter  reports,  etc)  oompleted  for  requesters  during  the  quarter. 

2  There  were  numerous  missions  interpreted  covering  roads  and  the  border  area 
and  providing  current  information  on  these  areas  to  the  0-2  Air,  II  DASC  and  64th 
Engineer  Detaebment  (T). 

2  In  addition  to  the  NR  2  this  Section’s  mission  was  temporarily  eapanded  to 
include  support  of  recent  allied  military  operations  in  Cambodia. 

^  Current  master  plates  were  maintained  covering  the  ME  2  in  support  of  the 
Tactical  Data  Overprint  (Map)  Program  accomplished  by  the  64th  Engineer  Detachment

2  There  were  14  visitors  briefed  during  the  quarter. 

(e)  Company  C,  75th  Inf  (Ranger)  t  On  4  May  1970,  Company  C  became  OPCOR  to  the 
4th  Inf  Dlv,  and  established  a  FOB  at  Fleiku.  Operations  were  conducted  in  and 
around  BA  702,  terminating  on  24  May  70.  This  operation  resulted  26  enemy  sightings, 
and  23  contacts;  aooounting  for  30  enemy  KIA  (BC),  five  enemy  KIA  (P),-  and  15  T«a]vjnr 
captured.  From  28  May  to  13  June  1970,  Company  C,  was  OPCON  to  TfS,  and  conducted 
operations  in  the  DALAT  area.

(10)  Weather: 

(a)  General:  Light  southerly  flow  prevailed  over  2d  Military  Region  through  May 
with  southwest  monsoon  setting  in  by  3  Jwie.  The  onset  of  the  southwest  monsc.on  re¬ 
sulted  in  cloudy  wet  weather  for  interior  sections  Tdiile  good  weather  prevailed  over 
the  coastal  area. 

(b)  Coastal:  Skies  were  generally  fair  to  partly  cloudy  with  isolated  to  fcv 
raln^wers  and  thunderstoms  forming  over  the  mountains  and  occasionally  moving 
over  coastal  stations  frcm  1500H  to  2200H.  During  brief  periods  of  southeast  flow 
in  May,  ralnshovers  would  move  over  coastal  areas  from  the  ocean  durli^'  the  early 
morning  hours.  I>arlng  periods  of  moderate  to  strong  southwesterly  flow  (1.7-I4  Jun^ 
19-21  June,  and  2-17  July),  mostly  cloudy  skies  prevailed  over  the  coastal  regions. 
Ttere  was  also  increased  aftemocui  and  evening  shower  activity  during  tliese  piiiods. 
In  May  surface  winds  were  generally  light  and  variable  except  for  a  10-2C  knot  south¬ 
easterly  sea  breese  from  IICXTB  to  1800H  daily.  In  June  and  July  winds  were  westerly 
at  5-15. knots  except  in  areas  sheltered  by  coastal  mountains  ^re  winds  were  light 
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and  Tarlable  with  a  10-15  knot  easterly  aea  brseaa.  During  periods  of  increased 
soathwsst  iKmaoonal  flov,  westerly  winds  as  high  as  40  knots  were  reported  at  TUY 
HQA  aa  winds  were  funneled  down  the  valley. 

(o)  Interior:  During  May,  prevailing  skies  were  partly  cloudy  with  few  raln- 
ahowere  and  ttaunderstonu  durl^  the  afternoons  and  early  evenings.  Patchy  fog 
and  atratua  fomed  by  0200  and  usually  dissipated  by  lOOOH.  After  the  onset  of  the 
aauthweat  Bonsoon  in  early  June,  skies  were  mostly  cloudy  during  the  mornings  becon- 
ing  partly  cloudy  in  the  afternoons.  A  feu  rainshowers  and  thunderstorms  occurred 
la  the  afternoons  and  evenings.  During  periods  of  moderate  to  strong  southwest  flow 
(13-14  June,  19-21  June  and  2-17  July)  ^es  were  cloudy  with  rain,  drizzle  and  fog 
radueing  visibilities  to  -  2  Biles  between  210(81  and  12(X>H  doily.  A  feu  rain- 
showers  and  isolated  thunderstoms  occurred  primarily  during  the  afternoons  and 
evenings.  Surface  winds  were  light  and  variable  through  Hay  becomming  southwesterly 
at  5  -  15  knots  after  June.  During  periods  of  increased  flow,  wind  gusts  up  to  50 
knots  were  reported  in  areas  wfaeie  topograj^y  caused  channeling.

(2)  Summary  of  Ground  Operaticnss  (MAY,  JUDE,  JULY) 

(a)  Major  Operations;  (see  Incl  2)  During  the  reporting  period,  the  disposition 
of  allied  Emits  in  the  2d  Military  Region  (MR  2)  remained  relatively  constant  with 
emphasis  placed  on  the  employment  of  regular  force  units  in  combat  operations,  and 
the  use  of  Regional  and  Popular  force  elements  to  continue  the  intensified  pacification 
program.  CIDG  assets  were  reduced  to  two  Mobile  Strike  Force  Battalions  of  three  com¬ 
panies  and  36  Camp  Strike  Force  (CSF)  Companies.  The  conversion  of  C3F  elements  into 
Regional  Force  Companies  to  supplemont  Iccal  security  and  pacification  programs  con- 
tixmes  throughout  the  highland  provinces.  The  objectives  of  gr*ound  operations  contin¬ 
ue  to  be  the  destruction  of  enemy  main  force  units,  eliminatica  of  VCI/guerrilla 
forces  and  the  protection  of  tiiS  population. 

1  US  Opeiationss  4th  Infantry  Division  initiated  five  brigade  siae  operations 
during  the  reporting  period,  conducted  one  joint  US/ARVN  operation  in  Cambodia  util¬ 
izing  six  maneuver  battalions  and  support  elonente,  and  conducted  six  battalion  size 
security  and  combat  operations  under  divisional  control.  BINH  TAT  I,  a  combined  US/ 
ARVN  combat  operation  was  initiated  on  5  May  in  the  Cambodian  Province  of  RATAMKIRI 
bordering  PLEIKU  Province.  US  forces  were  withdrawn  from  the  operation  by  16  May  with 
results  of  30  friendly  killed  and  72  wounded,  160  enemy  killed,  6  detained,  823  small 
arms  and  34  orev  served  weapons  and  574  tons  of  rice  captured,  let  Bde  commenced 
Operation  WAIME  JUMP,  on  16  May  In  PLEI  TRAP  Valley  of  western  KONTUM  Province  and 
tenninated  on  26  May.  Results  from  this  operation  were  3  friendly  killed  and  16 
wounded.  On  1  June  the  1st  Bde  4th  Inf  division  initiated  operation  WAY3Q1I  HUHD1£ 
in  the  DAK  PHIAU  (Tri  Province  area  of  PI£IKD,  BIMH  DIHH  and  PHD  BON)  which  terminated 
on  26  June  with  results  of  6  friendly  killed  and  21  wounded,  53  enemy  killed,  4  de¬ 
tained,  6  small  Aoms  and  4  crew  served  weapons  captured.  1st  Bde  commenced  Operation 
U4THE  FAST,  on  28  Jime  In  northern  BINH  DINH  Province  targeted  against  infiltration 
routes  and  tenninated  on  14  July  with  4  friendly  killed  and  16  wvanded,  6  enemy  kiHed, 
3  detained  and  9  small  arms  captured.  On  18  Hay  2nd  Bde,  4th  Inf  Div  commenced  cper- 
atlon  PUTNAM  PAMGON  in  BINH  DINH  Province  targeted  against  elements  of  the  3d  NVA 
Dlv,  This  operation  continues  with  resEilts  of  6  friendly  killed  and  27  wo’inded,  115 
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enemy  killed,  26  detained  and  43  small  arms  captured  during  the  reporting  pei-iod. 
Operation  l/AYNE  SPAM  was  initiated  by  Ist  Bdo  on  17  July  in  B.\SE  AREA  '’;;6  of  El;  H 
DINH  Province  and  continues  with  period  results  of  1  friendly  killed  and  3  wounded.

The  2-3  Inf  (Hech)  provided  security  on  QL-19  from 
PLEIKU  to  DITC  CO  in  Opei'ation  VEIGHT  BLUE  fron  24  to  28  June,  Three  combat  operations 
with  2-8  Inf  (Mech)  were  conducted  during  the  period  under  4th  Division  control.

The  173d  AiA-bome  Brigade  has 
continued  Pacification  Operation  WASHINGTON  GREEN  throughout  rejortin';  period  with 
five  battalions  in  BINH  DINH  Province.  Total  results  since  20  ipril  icre  38  friendly 
killed  and  355  wounded,  459  enemy  killod,  142  small  anas  and  li>  cre  vr  sei-ved  weapons 
captured.  Task  Force  South  (TE3)  has  conducted  numerous  operations  -igalnst  the  ioeal/ 
main  force  enemy  in  BINH  THUAN  Province  and  operated  jointly  with  the  ARVN  44th  Regt 
and  the  local  Regional  and  Popular  Force  units.  The  3-506  Abn  Inf  Ambl  became  OPCON 
to  TFS  on  16  June  to  conduct  an  operation  in  northern  BINH  THUAN  Province  against 
lociil  force  enemy.  The  operation,  HANCOCK  HAWK,  terminated  on  30  June  with  negative 
results.

The  operation  terodJiated  on  20  June  with  results  of  16  friendly 
killed  and  49  wounded,  47  enemy  killed,  19  detained,  26  small  arms  and  2  crew  served 
weapons  captured.  BINH  TAY  17,  a  Joint  ARVN/US  operation,  was  planned  and  conducted 
in  coordination  with  CambodlaL  government  officials  for  tte  purpose  of  evacuating 
military  and  civilian  persoiuiel  from  the  areas  of  BA  KEY  and  US  BAN  SIBE,  Cambodia. 

ART*!  forces  provided  highway  and  airfield  security  with  VNAF  and  USAF  aircraft  conduct¬ 
ing  extraction.  During  the  3  day  period  24-26  June,  7,589  personnel  were  evacuated 
bringing  with  them  3,256  small  arms  and  362  crew  served  weapons.  Operation  DAN  AN  6 
with  the  3rd  and  4^  Bn's  40th  Inf  and  1st  Bn  4l8t  Inf  commeneed  on  17  July  in  BINH 
DINH  Province  and  continues  with  results  for  the  period  of  2  friendly  killed  and  11 
wounded,  14  enemy  killed  and  6  small  arms  captured.  (Con't  Incl  9) 

(b)  Highland  Provinces  (MAY,  JUNE,  JULY) 

Enemy  initiated  activity  in  the  Highland  Provinces  (KONTOM,  PIZIKD,  PHD  BON,  DARLAC 
and  QUANG  DUG)  represented  an  overall  decrease  of  approximately  12%  from  the  prior 
reporting  period.  The  most  significant  changes  involved  EONTUM  and  FUBIEU  Frovinoes. 
The  former  had  a  total  of  561  enemy  initiated  Incidents  from  Feb  thru  April  and  315 
from  May  thru  JVQy  idiisb  represen  cs  a  decrease  of  approximately  43S(.  FUSIED  on  the 
other  hand  showed  an  increase  of  approximately  Friendly  initiated  incidents 

showed  an  overall  decrease  of  28%  and  was  relatively  conslstant  throughout  all  five 
provinces, 

^  ARVN  Operations:  The  42d  Ragiment  conducted  6  battalion  slsed  operations  in 
EONTUM  Province,  directed  against  the  local  VC,  Hone  of  these  had  significant  results. 
The  14th  ARVN  Cav  maintains  the  responsibility  for  road  seourlty  on  Hwy  14  between 
EONTUM  and  TAN  C^iNH.  The  47th  Regt  and  the  2nd  Ranger  Group  operate  in  PLEIXD  Fro- 
Tinoe  and  liove  conducted  9  battalion  si 7.0  operations  against  elements  of  the  95B  NVA 
Regt,  LF  Bn's  and  Icool  VC/VCI.  The  45th  Regiment  operates  primarily  ii\  BARIAC 
Province  and  conducts  both  pacification  and  combat  operations.  The  3<d  Bn  $3tI  Regi¬ 
ment  conducted  one  operation  in  QUANG  OUC  Province  d^ng  July  vtdoh  tsrmlnatsd  vith- 
eot  slghific^nt  results. 
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2  RF/PF  Operationa:  During  the  reporting  period  RF/PF  unite  in  the  Highland 
Provlnoea  Inoreaaed  their  role  in  the  aecurity  and  pacification  of  local  populated 
areaa  and  contributed  to  an  8^  dBoreaae  in  terroriat  actlTlty.  A  aignifloant  con¬ 
tact  oooured  on  08  May  at  1318  houra  when  the  752  HF  Co  engaged  an  estimated  enemy 
company  at  BQ008844  in  FHU  BON  Province.  TAC  Air  supported  the  engagement  vdiich 
lasted  25  minutes.  There  were  no  friendly  casualties  tdiile  8  enemy  were  killed,  2 
PW's  and  5  small  arms  captured.  On  03  June  at  0300  hours,  an  unknovn  size  enemy 
force  entered  DA  MGHIA  Hamlet  and  burned  the  village  office.  The  11  ?F  and  125  HF 
reacted  and  engaged  the  enemy.  There  was  1  friendly  killed  and  3  wounded,  enemy 
casualties  were  11  killed,  24  small  aims  captured  and  1  crew  served  weapon  destroyed. 

(c)  Coastal  Provinces;  (MAY,  JUNE,  JULY) 

Overall  activity  in  the  Coastal  Provinces  (BINH  DIMH,  PHD  YEN,  and  KHANU  HOA)  showed 
a  decrease  of  approximately  18^  during  the  reporting  period.  PHD  YEN  and  EH^i  HOA 
Provinces  demonstrated  a  slight  Increase  in  enemy  Initiated  incidents  Ldtlle  BINH  DINH 
Province  had  a  decrease  of  25)(.  In  contrast,  friendly  Initiated  Incidents  remained 
at  a  relatively  constant  level.  The  large  numbers  of  civilian  abductions  which  pre¬ 
vailed  during  the  previous  reporting  period  in  PHD  YEN  Province  was  not  recurrent 
from  May  thru  June.

On  06  May  at  BR582442, 
in  Bli'lH  DINH  Province  a  27  Trans  Bn  convey  received  small  arms  and  B-40  fire  from  an 
unknown  size  enemy  force.  Qunshipa  supported  the  contact  and  the  405  AEVN  Scout  Com¬ 
pany  reacted  and  swept  the  area.  1  AEVN  was  killed,  8  US  wounded  and  13  enemy  killed 
by  reacting  forces.  On  the  15th  of  May  at  BR910510  in  BINH  DINH  Province  an  element 
of  the  NGO's  and  cadre  from  the  PHD  CAT  Training  Center  idiile  on  bivouac  received 
SDiall  arms  and  B->40  fire.  HOK  artillery  supported  the  hour  long  contact,  iMch  re¬ 
sulted  in  3  ARVN  Idlled  and  26  ARVN  wounded.  E^oemy  casualties  were  unknown.  The  2/41 
AHVN  operating  in  PHD  MY  District  of  BINH  DINH  Province  engaged  an  unknow  size  enemy 
force  at  BR370654  on  22  May.  The  contact  broke  40- minutes  later  resulting  in  3  AHVN 
killed  and  3  wounded,  while  7  enemy  were  killed,  1  PW  captured  and  4  small  aims  cap¬ 
tured. 

2  US  Operations;  The  4th  Infantry  Division  and  173d  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate) 
oontinued  operationa  in  BINH  DINH  Provinoe.  The  4tb  Div  maintains  security  on  Hwy 
19  and  conducts  brigade  and  battalion  size  operations  against  the  3d  NVA  Div,  95  B 
NVA  Regt,  18  NVA  Regt  and  various  local  force  and  VC  elements.  Three  significant 
contacts  oocured  during  the  month  of  June  involving  US  elements.  On  the  2nd  of  June 
at  BR124316,  D/l-14  ^nf  observed  an  estimated  enemy  company  in  relatively  open  ground. 
Qnnahlpa  from  C/7-17A  Cav  and  0/2-1  Cav  reacted  Innedlately  and  killed  28  enemy  with 
no  friendly  casualties.  Two  uturelated  C(»itaet8  took  place  on  20  June,  one  at  BH594814 
in  \dileh  B/l-22  Inf  supported  by  gunships  engaged  an  estimated  enemy  company  throughout 
the  morning.  Results  were  1  US  killed  and  2  US  wounded  with  25  enemy  killed,  2  small 
arms  and  30  ruoksaoks  captured.  At  BR966688  on  tho  afternoon  of  the  same  day  alements 
of  tha]173d  Bds  found  a  company  aise  base  camp  and  engaged  an  unknown  number  of  enemy. 
There  were  no  friendly  oas^tles  and  21  enemy  killed,  1C  fliULll  aims  and  3  crew  served 
weapons  cantnred. 
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2  ROE  Operational  The  two  Republic  of  KOREA.  CivlBlona  are  employed  eJmoat 
exclusively  In  the  Coastal  Frovlnoas.  The  ROK’a  conduct  an  average  of  150  snail  unit 
actions  each  day  to  Include  ambushes,  search  and  olear  operations  and  the  responsl> 
blllty  of  secTiring  the  areas  around  the  major  installations.  Their  most  significant 
results  are  iiefleoted  In  the  major  operations  of  \Moh  tw  ware  conducted  during  this 
reporting  period, 

^  RF/FF  Operations:  The  nimber  of  company  sise  operations  conducted  by  RF/FF 
Tinlts  in  the  Coastal  Frovlnoes  Increased  50$  over  the  previous  reporting  period. 

In  BINH  DINH  Province  they  have  compiled  a  1:2.4  Friendly  to  Enemy  kill  ratio  and 
accounted  for  approximately  25$  of  all  friendly  Initiated  Incidents.  On  15  ^y  at 
Ba997654  iu  BIHH  DINH  Province  an  element  of  the  732  iLF  Co  uas  engaged  by  an  enemy 
company.  Elements  from  the  400,  277  RF  and  44  aud  39  FF  reacted  to  the  contact. 

ARVN  artillery  supported  combined  with  gunshlps.  The  day  long  contact  broke  at  1745 
hours  and  resulted  In  7  RF  killed,  9  vnundad  and  2  missing  with  16  enemy  killed  and 
1  small  arm  captured.  On  20  May  at  BR920361,  the  280  and  78  PF  id.atoonB  at  KHANH  I£ 
Hamlet  received  small  arms,  B-40  and  mortar  fire  from  an  estimated  2  enemy  companies. 
Elements  of  four  RF  Co's  reacted  and  were  Involved  In  sporadic  contact  throughout  the 
day.  Artillery  and  gunshlps  supported  and  final  results  were  9  friendly  killed  and 
24  wounded,  19  enemy  killed  and  3  small  aims  captured.  FHU  lEN  and  KHANH  HOA  Pro* 
Vinces  RF/PF  units  were  Involved  primarily  In  aman  contacts  and  skirmished  through¬ 
out  the  period.  Few  units  were  able  to  effectively  react  against  enemy  elements  Tdilch 
had  already  entered  small  hamelts  for  terrorist  activities,  although  their  physical 
presence  In  populated  areas  combined  with  screening  operations,  night  ambushes  and 
outposts  significantly  reduced  the  frequency  of  such  sets. 

(d)  Southern  Prcvinoes:  (MAI,  JUNE,  JULY) 

Of  the  three  geographli'^al  ci‘  the  2d  ’allt  fy  Itgion,  the  >joutho.Tn  Provinces 

(NINE  THUAN,  BINH  THDAN,  TUIhiJ  OL'C  ujid  LAM  DONG)  ..  ,*-npi«?!.>ntly  hid  a  lower  level 

of  enany  activity.  During  the  reporting  period  l-his  niea  oh:  ;in  increase  of 

enemy  initiated  incidents  by  almost  '/$,  bllUi  TiaLAIJ  Province  contLiraes  to  carry  the 
brunt  of  activity  and  Is  the  base  for  the  44th  ARVI'I  Regt  and  Task  Force  South.  The 
number  of  friendly  initiated  Incidents  has  decreased  approximately  4$  fnm  the  pre¬ 
vious  period  and  is  partly  due  to  the  absence  of  ARVN  u^ts  during  the  Cambodian 
Operations. 

1  ARVN  Operations:  The  44th  ARVN  Regiment  operates  primarily  in  BINH  THDAN 
Province  and  has  conducted  8  battalion  sized  operations  during  the  reporting  period. 
Three  of  tliese  were  conducted  with  US  elements  of  Task  Force  South.  One  significant 
contact  occured  at  AN771095  on  26  May  In  idiioh  1/4/44  Eegt  engaged  an  unknown  number 
of  enemy  during  a  sweep.  There  were  no  friendly  casualties  and  7  enemy  wore  killed 
with  2  small  arms  captured.  The  53d  Regiment  ojvuv  toi  jiriiiarlly  in  LAM  DONG  and  TUI® 
DUG  Provinces  and  has  conducted  6  battalion  slae  Oijcrations  targeted  against  local  VC, 
The  majority  were  of  short  duration  and  none  had  significant  results, 

^  US  Operations:  Task  Force  South  h.:!>  0{ifr  arilh  ar.  few  as  onu  battalion 
(l-5Cth  Inf  Mech)  and  as  many  cs  three  l).'itt\l;on‘j  (l-50^’‘  Inf..  2-1  Gw,  3-506  Ahn  Inf 
^nbl)  under  its  control.  The  iMplemeu: '’.L.-.i  e"  '.'Ul  (vIia'cIcI  Trainin,:  .nd  Aldvisory 
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Group)  operations  has  provided  a  close  working  relationship  between  US  and  GVN  mil¬ 
itary  forces.  IfaiBis  especially  important  in  the  traiMng  of  RF/PF  units  in  their 
role  of  security  and  pacification.  TFS  is  responsible  for  security  of  Hvy  1  and 
normally  the  2-1  CAV  is  utilised  for  this  purpose.  D/2-1  CAV  located  at  LZ  Betty 
bore  the  brunt  of  a  sapper  attack  on  3  May.  in  unk  number  of  enemy  penetrated  tiw 
perimeter  and  were  reposed  by  local  forces.  Artillery  and  gunships  supported  the 
contact  tMch  left  6  US  killed  and  35  wounded,  7  helicopters  destroyed  and  6  damaged. 
Enemy  casualties  were  14  killed  and  1  PW  captured. 

2  RF/FF  Operations:  With  only  tw  ARVli  Regiments  operating  in  the  Southern 
Provinces  and  US  forces  primarily  centered  in  BIHH  THUAN,  the  RF/FF  units  carry  a 
greater  role  in  the  combat  and  pacification  effort.  Oaphasla  has  been  placed  on  the 
prompt  reaction  of  RF/PF  elements  in  assisting  any  contacts  in  their  vicinity.  The 
practice  of  frequent  changes  in  night  locations  and  ambush  positions  has  increased 
the  effectiveness  of  these  units.  During  a  night  ambush  at  BN26S402  on  the  24th  of 
Hay,  the  118  RF  engaged  an  enemy  platoon.  In  the  15  min  fire  fight,  3  RF's  ware 
wounded,  and  6  enemy  were  killed  with  5  asall  arms  captured. 

(3)  OrATAnimtion.  Training  Mid  SAeiivTt.v  Activities. 

(a)  All  units  that  ware  assigned,  attached  or  under  the  operational  control  of 
this  headquarters  as  of  30  June  are  listed  at  Inclosure  3. 

(b)  The  command  relationship  between  2d  Military  Region,  RDKFV-FC  and  1  FFQRGEV 
is  at  Inclosure  4. 

(c)  Increment  4  redeployment  eonmenced  on  1  July. 

(d)  Training.  Assigned  and  attached  units,  less  artillery  groups  and  battalions 
are  inspected  semiannually  by  a  representative  of  G3  Flans  Division,  who  is  a  member 
of  the  AGI  Team.  A  total  of  three  units  were  inspected  during  the  quarter  and  all 
were  rated  SATISFACTORI. 

(e)  Research  and  Developnent  (R+D)  Activities.  Requests  for  information  on  R+D 
items  for  USARV  and  ACTIV  are  monitored  by  this  headquarters.  During  this  quarter 
there  were  no  requests  for  ENSURE  (Expediting  Non-Standard  Urgent  Requirraents  for 
Equipment)  items  submitted  by  this  headqi'arters  or  its  assigned,  attached  or  OPOON 
units. 

(h)  Security.  During  the  reporting  period  the  security  branch  continued  to 
exercise  staff  supervision  for  highway,  railroad,  pipeline  and  installation  security. 
The  following  activities  were  accomplished  during  the  quarter. 

2  Semiannual  security  inspections  were  ccnducted  at  three  critical  and  key  instal¬ 
lations.  The  installations  inspected  were  CAM  RANH  BAT,  NBA  IRANG  and  AH  SHE.  The 
defensive  posture  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  at  all  three  installations. 

g  The  branch  continued  to  provide  representation  for  the  I  FFORCEV/CORDS  Command 
Inspection  Tbam.  The  security  portion  of  the  inspection  is  designed  to  evaluate  the 
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overall  operational  capabVity  and  defensive  posture  of  Province  and  District  Advisory 
Tearis.  During  the  qutirtei  PLEIKU  Province  and  CAM  RANH  Special  Sector  advisory  teams 
were  inspected.  Overall,  the  teaaui  were  found  to  be  performing  their  mission  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

2  The  branch  continued  to  review  plans  and  monitor  progress  to  upgrade  the  de- 
fon?lve  posture  of  critical  bridges  within  the  FR  2» 

£  During  the  quarter  the  branch  continued  to  pursue  an  aggressive  OPSEC  program 
to  include  the  publishing  of  bulletins  and  posters  for  distribution  to  US  and  FVMAF 
in  the  MR  2.  Members  of  the  OPSEC  Team  attended  briefings  conducted  by  vistora 
from  MACV  and  ClNClAC,  The  team  also  held  monthly  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  dis¬ 
cussing  ways  to  improve  the  program.  Numerous  messages  were  dispatched  to  insure 
that  units  were  informed  of  OPSK  procedures  and  policies  for  denial  of  eneny  fore¬ 
knowledge  and  foreunmingo  The  OPSSC  team  conducted  surveys/visits  of  five  major 
installations o  Continued  improvement  in  OPSEC  procedure  was  noted  at  all  facilities 
visited.

3  The  4th  Infantry  Division  continued  to  employ  diesel  fuel  for  foliage  control 
at  Camp  RADCLIFF,  where  proximity  of  friendly  crops  precluded  use  of  herbicides. 
Diesel  was  applied  by  both  helicopter  and  ground  spray  equipment. 

(b)  Riot  control  agents  (RCA)  are  being  employed  in  both  offensive  and  defensive 
operations.  Offensive  employment  of  non-persistent  CS,  mainly  E-158's,  was  in  con¬ 
junction  with  gunships,  artillery  and  TAC  Air»  The  4th  Infantry  Division  continues 
to  use  helicopter  CS  drum  drops,  both  alone  and  as  a  complement  to  CBU-42A  mine 
fields,  for  terrain  restriction  in  enemy  staging  areas  and  lines  of  communication  in 
BINH  DINH  Province.  The  173d  Airborne  Brigade  has  used  bulk  CS,  hand  emplaced  and 
dispersed  by  means  of  detonating  cord,  to  contaminate  numerous  cave,  tunnel  and 
boulder  complexes  in  north-eastern  BINH  DINH  Province. 


(c)  Personnel  detectors  operating  within  2d  Military  Region  are  providing  a 
continual  source  of  intelligence  concerning  enemy  locations.  In  most  instances  CS, 
gunships,  TAC  Air,  artillery  fire,  or  troop  insertions  were  employed  against  the 
locations  of  the  heavy  reading  (hot  spots).  All  readings  were  submitted  to  the  ap¬ 
propriate  G2/S2  for  evaluation.  The  summary  of  personnel  detector  operations  in 
MR  2  is  as  follows:

(d)  Flame  continues  to  be  used  extensively  in  MR  2,  both  in  offensive  and  defen¬ 
sive  roles.  Flame  fougasse  have  been  employed  in  defensive  positions  by  TF  SOUTH, 
173d  Abn  Bde  and  4th  Inf  Div.  Test  and  evaluation  of  the  XM191  Multishot  Portable 
Flame  Weapon  continues  in  the  4th  Inf  Div  and  173d  Abn  Bde.  The  173d  Abn  Bde  and 
TF  South  have  uqed  flame  drops  (55  gal  drums  of  thickened  fuel  dropped  from  CH-47 
helicopters)  in  support  of  ARVN  units  as  well  as  assigned  and  attached  organizations. 
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Mlaslona  have  included  support  of  troopa  in  contact,  attacka  on  knoun  and  anapected 
enemy  locations  in  tuxinal,  bunker  and  oave  complexes,  clearing  and  neutralisation  of 
abandoned  fire  support  bases  and  future  operational,  areas.  Verified  results  have 
included  6  confirmed  UA  and  numerous  secondary  explosions  and  onall  arms  cookoffs.

(2)  Transportation:

Ehiergency  movement  of  cargo  and  passengers  rose 
frcra  previous  levels  as  a  result  of  the  Cambodian  maneuvers.  All  modes  of  transport¬ 
ation  eere  utilised.

MAINTEINANCE  MANAGEMENT  &  OPERATIONS:  TAMMS  records  continue  to  be  the  weakest 
area  in  the  Maintenance  Management  and  Operations  portion  of  the  inspection. 

d.  GiLi-l  Operations  and  Rural  Peveloment  Support. 

(1)  Agricultaro 

(a)  The  first  crop  planting  of  the  Improvedrice  varieties  TN-3/5  now  exceed  45,000 
hectares  toward  a  goal  of  33,300  hectares.  More  plantings  are  evident  in  the  highland 
p->ovlnces  than  in  previous  years,  primarily  due  to  the  assistance  of  agricultural  ad¬ 
visory  personnel  and  availability  of  CPDC  funds  for  purchase  of  commodity  inputs  for 
the  Montagaards.  The  new  improved  varieties  TN-20/22  are  more  disease  resistant  and 
are  of  better  eating  quality  than  TN-8/5, 

(b)  Demonstrations  of  Japanese  sonar  equipment  and  use  of  lights  to  increase  the 
catch  of  fish  have  been  conducted  in  Gam  Raiih  and  Khan  Hoa.  The  use  cf  this  equipment 
has  emphasized  the  need  for  refrigeration  on  boats  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  assist 
the  fisherman  on  this  problem.  The  lifting  of  restrictions  in  Binh  Dinh  and  Cam  Ranh 
have  helped  to  increase  the  off  shore  catches. 
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(c)  The  Rinderpest  vaccination  campaign  continues  throughout  the  region.  Hov* 
e'/er ,  many  cattle  are  not  being  vaccinated  because  many  fanners  remain  reluctant  to 
take  the  time  ;,r  make  an  effort  to  brl^  their  cattle  to  the  vaccinating  point. 

Twenty  seven  trainees  received  certificates  for  health  and  protein  program. 

(2)  Village  Self  Development 

(a)  The  VSD  program  has  been  slightly  interrupted  by  the  holding  of  village/ham¬ 
let  and  provinco  council  elections.  There  were  269  villages  out  of  582  participating 
in  the  VSD  progrrun  that  held  their  elections  during  the  reporting  period.  There  were 
changes  in  the  Village  Administrative  Committee  that  is  vital  to  the  ViD,  especially 
the  position  of  finance  coumissionor.  lieu  personnel  had  to  be  reconraended,  appointed 
and  trained  before  imprest  funds  could  be  establislied  and  checkbooks  issued  in  tba 
name  of  the  accountable  managers.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  there  are 
still  villages  which  could  not  disburse  the  VSD  funds  because  of  this  delay. 

(b)  All  the  provinces  have  organized  Mobile  Training  teams  to  conduct  information 
‘ind  training  ciunpaigns  for  the  VSD  program,  Darlac  included  technic  J  personnel  in 
their  training  teams  to  assist  the  villagers  in  the  paper  work  arid  in  tiie  technical 
requirement  of  their  projects.  There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  ti:ie  oper¬ 
ation  in  the  highlands  as  cempared  to  last  year.  This  has  been  made  possible  through 
the  employment  of  training  teams  which  go  out  to  the  villages.  Phu  Bon  has  been  using 
school  teachers  to  do  this  job. 

(c)  Despite  some  delay  the  nujnber  of  projects  reported  approved  has  reached  over 
the  1000  mark  as  of  June.  About  13%  of  the  512  million  piaster  budget  has  been  ob¬ 
ligated,  Of  the  completoci  projects  a  hundred  have  been  reported, 

(d)  Land  Reform  in  Tuyen  Due  Province  took  a  step  forward  idien  138  land  titles 
covering  254  hectares  were  issued  in  Klong  Hamlet  and  182  titles,  274  liectares,  were 
issued  in  Hiep  Tiianh  Hamlet.  iVn  increase  in  land  surveys  and  issuance  of  titles  were 
noted  in  most  of  the  Province  Land  Service  offices.  Plans  are  proceeding  for  imple- 
aentatirn  cf  the  Lani-tc-the-Tiller  Prograia. 

(e)  The  1970  CPDG  irrigation  construction  program  involving  13  projects  valued 
at  90,,000;000  SVN  is  progressing  on  schedule. 


(3)  Education 

(a)  During  the  three  months  of  this  reporting  period  the  schools  of  Vietnam  have 
been  in  their  three  month  period  of  vacation.  No  new  figures  on  numbers  of  teachers, 
students,  or  classrooms  are  available.  The  observations  expressed  in  the  preceeding 
ORLL  report  remain  unchanged, 

(b)  It  sho\ild  be  noted  that  several  classroom  projects  under  the  Province  Develop¬ 
ment  Fund  are  b^ing  finished  this  summer,  and  these  should  be  reflected  in  the  new 
educational  slatistics  available  in  the  fall. 
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(4)  Phoenix 

The  2d  Military  Region  (MR)  reported  a  total  of  681  VCI  neutralizations  during  the 
second  quarter  of  CY  70.  The  total  number  of  neutralizations  reported  for  CY  70 
stands  at  1180.  The  provinces  reported  capturing  442  VCI  suspects  during  the  quarter, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  captures  for  the  year  to  795.  The  average  number  of 
neutralizations  per  month  is  196,  which  represents  approximately  657o  of  the  assigned 
monthly  goal  of  350  VCI.  Of  the  795  VCI  reported  as  captured,  only  242  (30%)  have 
been  legally  processed  to  a  final  detenunation.  The  legal  processing  of  detainees 
showed  a  marked  increase  during  the  month  of  June,  with  143  VCI  suspects  being  legal¬ 
ly  processed.  A  total  of  124  VCI  received  "AN  Tri"  sentences  and  19  suspects  were 
released.  During  the  previous  five  months,  only  95  of  the  VCI  captured  in  1970  were 
sentenced  and  four  were  released  by  Province  Security  Committees.  Legal  processing 
appears  to  have  improved  as  a  result  of  high-level  command  interest  in  this  aspect 
of  the  PHUNG  HOANG  program.  In  circular  1206,  issued  on  24  April  1970,  Prime  Minister 
Khiem  prescribed  definite  time  limits  for  the  completion  of  the  various  stages  of 
legal  processing.  This  circular  informed  all  province  and  city  chiefs  that  VCI  de¬ 
tainees  were  to  be  legally  processed  within  46  days  of  their  arrest.  On  16  May  1970, 
LTG  Lu  Lan,  CG  MR  2,  issued  futher  instructions  to  the  MR2  province  and  city  chiefs, 
reinforcing  the  instructions  contained  in  Circular  1206.  Despite  increased  emphasis, 
however,  legal  processing  is  not  keeping  pace  with  captures.  Province  Security  Com¬ 
mittees  must  meet  more  often  to  eliminate  increasing  backlogs  of  detainees.  Efforts 
to  improve  the  training  of  PHOENIX  personnel  continue,  with  30  PHUNG  HOANG  advisors, 
four  DSAs  and  two  ROKA  officers  attending  the  PHOENIX  orientation  course  at  Vung  Tau 
during  the  quarter.  The  14th  class  graduated  from  the  Regional  PHUNG  HOANG  School 
on  17  July  1970,  increasing  the  number  of  P/DIOCC  personnel  who  have  received  such 
training  to  532.  MR  2  PHUNG  HOANG  P/DIOCC  operations  are  presently  rated  as  follows; 

0  Provinces  and  0  districts  76-100%  effective,  7  provinces  and  19  districts  51-75% 
effective,  4  provinces  and  27  districts  26-50%  effective,  and  2  provinces  and  6  dis¬ 
tricts  0-25%  effective. 

(5)  Rural  Development  Cadre 

(a)  During  the  quarter  the  RD  Cadre  strength  dropped  from  361  to  342  groups,  for 
a  total  manpower  reduction  of  314.  The  STRD  Cadre  increased  from  166  to  17/  '^rojps 
for  an  increase  of  33  personnel.  RD  Cadre  strength  at  the  end  of  the  reporting  per¬ 
iod  was  5,884  and  STRD  strength  was  5,558. 

(b)  Combined  cadre  losses  (KIA,  WIA,  MIA)  was  KIA  90,  WIA  204,  MIA  4.  Enemy 
casualties  for  the  same  period  was  92  KIA,  79  WIA  (est.),  6  captured,  in  addition 
cadre  induced  43  Hoi  Chanh  to  rally. 

(c)  During  the  reporting  period  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  activity  of 
the  cadre  in  the  field  of  politics  and  pacification.  This  was  caused  by  an  increase 
in  interest  in  the  program  by  the  GVN  and  US  advisors  and  increased  training  conducted 
by  the  different  ministries  and  service  chiefs  at  province  level. 

(6)  Psychological  Operations  (Civ) 
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(a)  Sup>ort  of  pacification  and  develonnent  objectives  was  accaaplished  by  all 
PiX),rince  V13  during  the  period  1  April  through  Juxie  1970.  During  tho  month  of 
Ai:ril  primary  eiiyhasis  covering  tho  objectivoo  of  the  1970  Pacification  and  Dovelop- 
iuent  Plan  was  concentrated  In  most  proviniies  in  the  support  and  publicising  of  vil- 
Iv^e  and  hamlet  elections.  Reaching  the  population  of  MR  2  ith  the  GVy  interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  Cambodian  military  operations  and  the  plight  of  i^ietnamcse  refxigees 
generated  thereby  was  the  major  VIS  effort  daring  the  month  of  May.  Publicilsing  the 
Jrine  2B  Province  Council  elections  was  the  major  effort  in  June.  All  provinces  de¬ 
monstrated  that  the  support  for  the  elections  rendered  by  VIS  both  during  the  month 
of  April  andJiuie  was  well  planned,  coordinated  and  executed.  As  evidence  by  the 
operations  of  the  VIS  in  support  of  these  elections,  when  motivated  and  idwn  given 
proper  guidance  and  support  by  the  Province  Chiefs,  the  VIS  ean  and  does  conduct 
effective  and  coordinated  campaigns. 

(b)  There  were  changes  in  two  of  the  Province  VIS  Chiefs  during  the  quarter. 

Mr.  Dang  Huu  Nguyen  was  reassigned  from  Binh  Dlnh  Province  to  Hlnh  Thuan  Province  in 
April  and  was  again  reassigned  to  Hus  before  reporting  to  Nlnh  Thuan.  A  Mr.  l»guyen 
Ktiac  Ngo,  former  VIS  Chief  in  Quang  tin  Prerglnes,  ME.  1  replaced  Hr.  Nguyen  In  Binh 
Dinh  Province.  He  has  proven  to  be  a  very  effsctlvs  infor.mtion  chief  and  has  main¬ 
tained  the  high  standards  of  VIS  operations  in  that  provinoe.  A  Mr.  Than  That  Sa 
was  assigned  to  Nlnh  Thuan  Province  as  VIS  Chief  during  the  month  of  Jvn^e.  Thus 
far  he  has  been^  characterlaed  as  being  very  doBi::cering  toward  hie  .su'^urdinates  and 
he  does  not  delegate  responsibility.  Due  to  these  characterigbics  and  Mr.  Sa's 
absence  from  the  province  during  the  greater  part  of  the  month  of  Juno,  VIS  activities 
in  Ninh  Thuan  Province  dropped  in  effectiveness. 

(7)  Military  Psyop 

(a)  PSYOP  activities  during  the  second  quarter  included  aerial  dissemination  of 
over  207  million  leaflets  and  over  494  hours  of  Aerial  loudspeaker  time.  The  8th 
PSYOP  Battalion  produced  over  39*603,516  leaflets  with  organic  printing  equipment, 

(b)  During  this  quarter  approximately  30^  of  tie  total  leaflet  production 
pertained  to  the  operations  conducted  in  Cambodia.  The  Cambodian  operation  received 
top  priority  on  all  printing  and  aerial  assets  and  required  tapes  as  well  as  printing 
media  to  be  produced  in  Cambodian,  Vietnamese  and  liontagnard  lan^puagos. 

(c)  Local  elections  were  held  throughout  the  2d  Military  Region  during  this 
reporting  period  and  considerable  PSYOP  effort  wa»  Mq»ndsd  to  support  elections  iii 
the  region.  Posters,  leaflets,  banners,  and  slogans  were  produced  for  use  in  Koutui'i, 
Pleiku,  Darlac  and  Ihu  Bon  Provinces.  The  PSYOP  supiort  is  impartial  publicity  cjjd 
directed  towards  supplying  election  information  and  getting  the  uaueiju.  .-.umber  of  peo¬ 
ple  to  vote. 

(d)  The  quarterly  MACV  PSYOP  Conference  was  held  in  Saigon  on  15  July  197C.  The 
most  important  Infomatlon  to  come  from  this  conference  was  tb?  announced  please  down 
to  US  PSYOP  support  coninenaing  October  1970.  The  present  AEVI^  FOLUAR  Battalions  idll 
be  beefed  up  with  additional  reaourasa  to  help  compensate  for  the  reduction  in  US 
PSYOP  support.  Each  province  will  gain  one  RF/FF  FOLWAE’ Company  to  further  increase 
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the  PSYOP/POLWAR  assets  in  tne  2d  Military  Region. 

(8)  Civic  Action 

(a)  FF  Dependent  Housing  Program.  Kearly  all  commodity  units  of  PF  housing 
'i.iteriiils  programmed  for  FY  69  have  been  delivered  to  the  participatirig  provinces 
In  2d  ;  ilitni'y  Region  during  this  reporting  period.  Some  construction  has  begun 
aiid  delivery  of  remaining  materials  is  eiqMCted  to  be  accomplished  by  August  1970. 

(b)  Coordination  and  conf  rol  of  all  civic  action  within  2d  Military  Region  is 
being  accomplished  through  the  use  of  Prorlnoe  Coordinating  Conmittees,  in  most 
cases,  and  in  District  Council  meetings  to  preclude  duplication  of  effort.  United 
States  units  continue  to  provide  advice  and  technical  assistance  to  the  people 
involved  in  civic  action  projects  and  ttie  emphasis  continues  to  be  on  letting  the 
QWJ  contribute  in  the  actual  work  idiile  involving  the  people  as  part  of  the  village 
self  development  program  and  improve  the  image  of  the  GVN. 

(c)  Elements  of  Task  Force  South  continued  to  do  small  scale  civic  action 
activities  consisting  of  supplying  blackboards  and  school  equipment,  playground 
equipment,  paint,  and  construction  materials  to  various  schools,  orphanages  and  com- 
mnnlty  centers  throughout  Ninh  Thuon  and  Blnh  Thuan  provinces.  A  successful 
English  teaching  program  has  been  started  using  American  soldiers  as  teachers. 

(d)  Elements  of  the  4th  Infantry  Division  assisted  in  the  development  of  a 
comaurd^pig  project,  small  bridge  construction,  and  other  projects  throughout  their 
TAOR.  A  Montogmml  coMmahltyoC  six  hai.ilets  was  moved  and  resettled  in  a  more  secure 
location  with  t  n  bolp  luid  as';ist;mc«  of  the  Division  in  the  construction  of  perimeter 
wiring  and  defense  fighting  positions,  wiring,  and  family  dwellings.  The  District 

is  furnishing  the  Montagnard  consolidated  village  with  weapons  to  defend  themselves 
eigalnst  harassment  by  the  VC,  The  4th  Infantry  Division  civil  affairs/civic  action 
personnel  refer  to  this  project  as  the  "Montagnard  Heights  project". 

(e)  The  173d  ABN  Brigade  assisted  in  the  construction  of  a  school  and  the  repairs 
and  renovation  of  existing  structures  during  the  reporting  period  in  addition  to  pro¬ 
viding  materials  to  build  rice  bins  throughout  their  T.>0R,  The  Brigade  assisted  in 
the  construction  of  a  soccer  stadium  in  Fhu  My  tovm  :<nd  units  of  the  bH-gade  are  dis¬ 
posing  of  edible  garbage  by  taking  it  to  the  pig  sties  of  orphanages  located  in  the 
area. 

(f)  The  /iRVIv'  Civic  Action  school  in  2dMilit  Ji*y  Region  at  llciku  graduated  194 
RF/lF  students  daring  this  rep'Orting  porieJ,  /uiother  class  which  started  in  July  is 
scheduled  to  graduate  19  iUgust  1970.  The  47th  Regiment  of  the  22d  Divi8ion(ARVN) 
has  been  allocated  500,000  $Vi!  from  GVI'!  funds  to  conduct  civic  action  projects  within 
their  area  of  responsibility. 

(g)  Two  requests  for  CORDS  Contingency  Funding  for  projects  in  Khanh  Hoa  were 
disapproved  by  iIACV.  One  was  for  resettlement  of  a  village  in  Ninh  Hoa  district  with 
proposed  road  building  and  irrigation  projects  to  be  conducted  by  the  9th  ROK  Division 
and  the  other  for  the  building  of  a  school  for  dependents  of  CIDG  personnel  in  Nha 
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Trang.  Complote  oomputer  read-out  flguree  on  Advieory  Paolfioation  Fund  expendituree 
for  this  reporting  period  are  not  available.  The  United  Statee/Free  World  Military 
Aasletanoe  Fcroee  Fund  (US/FVMAF)  of  w,000  |VN,  adminletered  by  the  CiTll/tdlitary 
Operations  Division  and  used  almost  exelusivsly  by  Taak  Force  South  vas  programmed 
to  be  decreased  to  30,000  |VM  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  starting  in  June  1970 
but  HACV  has  directed  that  it  remain  at  the  60,000|VN  monthly  ceiling.  Other  units 
in  2d  Military  Region  authorized  to  have  such  a  fund  under  the  provisions  of  MACV 
Directive  37-13  will  continue  to  operate  with  their  present  monthly  oeiling. 

(9)  Regional  and  Popular  Foroes 

(a)  During  the  month  of  May,  25  PF  platoons  completed  training  and  became 
operational.  The  two  CIDO  camps  in  Quang  Due  and  Kontum  converted  to  RF  status. 

Ororall,  RF  companies  began  redeploying  from  static  positions  to  mobile  operations. 

(b)  Throughout  the  month  of  June  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  enemy  initiated 
activities  occured.  Friendly  initiated  actions  by  RF's  yielded  the  highest  kill 
ratio  since  August  1969.  The  new  2d  Military  Region  RF^F  Commander,  COL  Tuong, 
completed  visits  to  all  provinces.  Expectations  are  that  COL  Tuong,  a  dynamic 
individual,  will  provide  the  direction  needed  to  elevate  RF/PF  units  to  a  higher  level 
of  perfoimance. 

(c)  During  the"  month  of  July  RF/PIF  showed  progress  in  adapting  to  a  mobile  defense. 
RF/PF  are  continuing  to  benefit  from  in-plaoe  training  being  oonducted  within  each 
unit. 


(lO)  National  Police 

(a)  The  National  Police  conducted  a  total  of  2,702  independent  and  combined 
operations  during  the  quarter.  The  number  of  VC  KIA,  VC  captured,  VC  suspects  de¬ 
tained,  deserters  apprehended  and  other  arrests  are  less  thw  the  previous  quarter 
but  represent  an  average  for  this  period  of  time.  During  the  months  of  May  and  June, 
the  National  Police  concentrated  their  efforts  on  providing  security  for  election 
c;uididatas  as  well  as  election  sites.  They  are  partly  responsible  for  the  small  num- 
bor  of  VC  initiated  Incidents  directed  against  candidates  and  voters.  National 
Police  Narcotic  Elimination  Sections  placed  greater  emphasis  in  this  area  and  conducted 
operations  which  resulted  in  the  location  and  destruction  of  2,139  marihuana  plants 
and  approximately  3,000  marihuana  cigarettes.  They  also  increased  their  seizure  of 
opium  and  heroin.  The  National  Police  Field  Forces  pjerforaed  poorly  in  oomparlson 
to  their  potential.  There  are  46  platoons  throughout  2d  Military  Region  and  each  is 
capable  of  conducting  two  or  more  operations  per  week  but  lolled  to  approach  that 
figure.  The  National  iolice  Field  Forces  do  not  have  organic  intelligence  gathering 
capabilities  and  are  dependmot upon  the  Police  Special  Branch  and  the  Phoenix  organ¬ 
ization  for  intelligence.  Tliose  two  Intelligence  agencies  consistently  fail  to  give 
timely  infoiwation  to  the  NiFF.  Furthermore,  province  and  district  chiefs  frequently 
direct  the  use  ,of  NFFF  personnel  to  perfom  static  security  and  guard  functions, 
which  constiti.l^ Improper  utilization.  In  addition,  NFFF  leaders.  Province  and  dis¬ 
trict  officials  show  a  lack  of  interest  in  the  proper  utilization  of  the  NFFF.  The 
Field  Operations  Division,  Public  Safety  Division,  Saigon,  is  conducting  a  study  of 
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NFFF  operations.  One  reocnmendatlon  will  be  to  make  the  BPFF  responsive  to  the  Nat¬ 
ional  Police.  The  present  cliaim  of  oconand  is  from  the  platoon  leader  directly  to 
the  Armed  Support  Block  in  Saigon.  The  actions  of  the  NFFF  Support  Team  Commander 
for  2d  Military  Region  are  seldoa  productive. 

(b)  National  Identification  Registration  Program.  National  Police  IB  card  teams 
registered  150,959  Vietnamese  during  this  ((uarter  and  represents  an  increase  of 
36,022  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  quarter.  The  National  iolioe  vdll  reach  the 
Cl  70  registration  goal  of  542,000  provided  they  continue  at  tlielr  present  rate. 

Quang  Due  Province  has  6,000  refugees  subsequent  to  the  military  activities  in  Cam¬ 
bodia.  The  IB  card  teams  will  register  these  people  as  peurt  bf  the  VCI  Tracking 
System. 

(c)  Correction  and  Betention.  An  overcrowded  condition  exists  at  the  Binh  Dlnh 
Correction  Center.  As  a  means  of  correcting  this  aituatl.>a  the  CW  advisor  reconmended 
the  construction  of  a  400  man  facility  in  the  province.  The  BEPCORBS '  decision  is 
pending. 

(11)  Peoples  Self  Defense  Force 

(a)  On  25  May  70,  Class  3-70  of  the  Key  Inter-Team  program  commenced  with  621 
students  in  attendance.  The  duration  of  the  olass  was  four  weeks. ^  Overall,  enemy 
initiated  action  against  the  PSBF  decreased  from  the  previous  month. 

(b)  During  the  month  of  June  a  major  portion  of  the  PSDF  effort  was  directed 
iioward  planning  and  providing  protection  for  ISii  pRPvincial  council  elections.  PSA's 
reported  that  PSDF  were  effective  and  added  to  the  success  of  the  elections.  Training 
and  arming  of  KITS  progressed  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Progress  made  during  the  month  of  July  reflected  the  increased  emphasis 
being  placed  by  provinces  on  the  training  phases  of  the  PSBF  program.  One  additional 
Hard-Core  PSDF  training  olass  4-70  was  ccmpleted  and  several  provinces  directed  US  MAI 
te^ms  to  assist  in  training  programs. 

(12)  Chieu  Hoi 

(a)  On  3  May  1970,  a  VC  District  company  coB«  r.uer,  Main  Force,  rallied  to  an  RF 
outpost  in  My  Tuong  Hamlet,  Ninh  Thuan  Province.  Ho  ms  the  first  high  ranking  VC 

to  rally  in  this  province. 

(b)  On  or  about  2030  hours  7  May  70,  the  new  Catholic  Church  and  3  houses  at 
Fleiku  Chieu  Hoi  hamlet  were  destroyed  by  rockets  and  satchel  charges  by  an  estimated 
VC  platoon.  There  were  no  deaths  but  there  were  eight  Chieu  Hoi  dependents  wounded. 

At  1030  hours  3  May  70,  an  Aimed  Propaganda  Team  (/iIT)  squad  operation  noar  Plei  C<xi 
Xo  at  Tbuon  An  District,  Fleiku,  was  attacked  by  an  estimated  TC  platoon.  The  AFT 
members  fought  back  and  the  VC  platoon  retreated  leaving  2  VC  KIA  and  several  blood 
trails.  One  AFT  member  was  slightly  wounded.  There  were  no  weapons  oaptiurad, 

(c)  On  12  May  70,  5  members,  the  C]^eu  Hoi  Chief,  and  the  Chieu  Hoi  Advisor 
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guided  by  Hoi  Chanh  Nguyen  Thai  To,  recovered  2  K44,  2  Claymore  mines,  720  rounds 
of  ARr-15  amiuiition,  10  kilograms  of  rice  and  assorted  VC  documents  at  Phu  Ky 
Hamlet,  My  Lai  village,  Phu  My  District,  Binh  Dinh  Province, 

(d)  In  Phu  Yen  province,  on  20  May  1970,  a  Montognard  rallier  named  Y-Than, 
led  the  elements  of  an  HF/PF  reconnaissance  unit  to  an  enemy  base.  The  operations 
results  were  33  VC  KLA  and  2  VC  WIA;  1  IBl'J,  22  SM^3,  2x60  mortars,  1  extra  barrel 

of  HMG,  10  AT  mines,  10  HliQ  magazines,  1  mortar  elevation  knob,  and  assorted  documents 
captured. 

(e)  Fran  10  to  19  Hay  1970,  a  aeries  of  Hoi  Chanh  (HC)  kidnappings  were  reported 
in  Dinh  Thuan  Province.  There  uere  4  Hoi  Chanh!  and  a  HC's  wife  verified  kidnapix;d 
by  VC,  The  HC  abduction  occurred  at  night,  while  the  HC's  wife  was  abducted  in  th*- 
moming,  on  her  way  to  work. 

(f)  Fourteen  APT  members  on  a  propaganda  mission  in  Jhieu  Hoi  truck  were  mined 
at  tto  vicinity  of  Cat  La  Hamlet,  Phu  Cat  District,  Binh  Dinh  IrovLnc;,  Tvjo  APT 
members  were  seriously  wounded  and  4  members  received  superficial  woamls.  One 
M-1  Carbine  was  destroyed  and  the  vehicle  was  60  percent  damaged,  ..n  9  July  1970, 
a  composite  teani  lieaded  by  the  An  llhon  District  Chieu  Hoi  Senrice  Chief  departed  A 
0330  hrs  for  Van  Canh  District,  'Jliile  enroute  to  Van  Canh  the  Chieu  ioi- oomjx’..:ite 
team  encountered  "a;  imdotemined  number  of  enemy.  Result  of  the  encounter:  One 
enemy  KIA,  1  ola;  1  -iib-15,  1  AK-47,  1  M-1  Carbine  captured.  One  Al-T  ’-  einber  wu; 
wounded.  The  :omp'03ite  team  was  l  iter  reinforced  by  HF/PF  units  ond  helicopter  sup¬ 
port  was  utilized.  The  campaign  terminated  at  1740  hrs  9  July  1970  with  overall 
results  of  2  enemy  KIA,  1  CIAj  3  Ail-47,  1  M-16,  1  45  Cal,  pistol,  2  clayaore  mines 
and  assorted  documents  captured.  One  AFT  member  was  wounded  in  action, 

(g)  On  11  July  a  VO  propaganda  platoon  leader  rallied  with  an  M-1  carbine  at  Phu 
Thien  District,  Phu  Bon. 

(h)  On  16  July,  4  APT  members  were  wounded  by  a  grenade  thrown  by  a  VC  terrorist 
while  the  AFTs  were  showing  a  propaganda  movie  at  Phu  My  hamlet,  Tuy  .h:  District, 

Phu  Yen  Province.  There  were  also  4  BF/FF  soldiers  wounded  in  the  incident. 

(i)  On  18  Jiily,  in  Pleiku  Province,  a  released  Hoi  Chanh,  vdio  is  an  incumbent 
hamlet  chief,  effected  the  rally  of  VC  senior  Lt,  Ksor  Luong,  assistent  comnsnd  jit 
of  a  VC  school  in  iuang  Ngai  Province.  On  the  same  day  a  squad  of  APT  proselyl.Itig 

at  Floik  lie  H’uk,  Tliuan  .in  District,  effected  tJie  rally  of  16  VC  classified  as  folloi^s: 
1  VC  villige  deputy  for  female  group,  5  VC  village  guerrillas,  and  10  .members  of  VC 
Cultural  and  Drama  team.  One  VC  village  cbMef  with  his  village  guerrilla  conLu.andur 
rallied  to  elements  of  sector  S-2  at  Le  Chi  AR855505.  They  were  joined  by  tlvd/  wivi.-  i 
vbo  were  both  VC  production  cadres  of  Plei  De  Klaah  Village,  Ail895630, 

(j)  On  21  July  1970,  the  VC  oompany  commander  of  C-24/^72,  Region  2-35  aain 
force,  rallied  at  An  Phuoc  District,  Ninh  Thuan  Province. 
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(a)  ..uringth»>prB3ent  niortlng  period  the  PHD  et-iff  have  continued  tt«  ad¬ 
visory  effort  rel-^tive  to  their  respective  branches*  Overall,  progress  was  noted 
in  all  areas. 

1  Approximately  8,400  Cambodian  refugees,  military  and  civilian,  were  placed  in 
an  abandoned  US  military  camp  nofir  Pleiku,  medical  ;nd  preventive  medicine  service 
were  provided  mostly  by  the  illitary  Provincial  Health  Assistance  Program  (MIUHAl  ) 
Team  located  there.  The  KILPilAP  did  an  oataianding  job  in  the  Initial  site  selection, 
organizing  the  camp  medically  for  rsoeption,  and  ad'-^^inistorlng  he.altti  oars  during 
occupancy.  Most  of  the  refugees  have  departed  andtta  v»rk  has  been  turned  over  to 
AflVN  sources. 

2  Renegotiation  of  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  Irapact  hospital  at 
Gia  Ilghia,Quang  Due  Province  is  in  its  final  stage,  RMK  has  agreed  to  complete  the 
facility  pending  conclusion  of  negotiation  with  present  contractor.  Once  vrork  starts 
Ri'lK  estimates  tlie  facility  would  be  cranpleted  in  30  or  40  days. 

2  Joint  utilization  is  progressing  very  well.  The  Ministry  of  Health  (liOU)  thru 
the  activities  of  the  Military  and  Civil  Health  Coordinating  Program  Management  Cen- 
mittee  (HGIiCIMC)  has  expanded  the  program  to  district  level  with  Di  linh  District 
being  assimilated  into  the  program  under  theprovlnce  hospital  in  Bao  Loc,  Lam  Dong 
Province. 

(b)  Ail  provinces  of  2d  l  ilitary  Region  with  the  exception  of  QuaSg  Due,  now 
hv'ive  at  least  ore  sanitary  ImL-nlet-  Packets  giving  guidelines  for  initiating  and 
completing  a  sanitary  hamlot  were  -completed  and  distributed  to  each  province.  This 
program  is  progressing  rapidly  in  all  aroas  of  2d  Military  Region. 

(c)  This  quarter  has  shown  a  tremondous  increase  in  -the  responsibilily  and 
initiatiMi  taken  by  the  HOH/GVN  Regional  office.  Tiie  advisors  were  pleased  to  ob¬ 
serve  the  leadership  displayed  during  a  regional  seminar. 

(d)  The  National  Mobile  Heal-th  Poster  Exhibit  has  been  in  the  region  for  five 
woks  and  lias  been  enthusiastically  recei-vud.  In  Kh-uih  Hoa  Province  over  10,000 
people  -visited  the  esdiiblt.  It  is  scheduled  for  se-ven  provinces  of  the  region. 

(14)  War  Victims 

(a)  During  the  quarter  ending  31  July  1970  funds  became  a-vailable  enabling 
payments  to  be  made  to  in-camp  and  out-of-oamp  refugees.  As  a  result,  the  out-of-camp 
refugee  population  was  decreased  by  51»785  to  a  total  of  44f^7,  all  in  Binh  Dinh 

and  Fhu  Yen  P.’ovince. 

(b)  The  Directorate  ha.s  been  requested  to  urge  the  Ministry  to  atross  completion 
of  resettlement  and  retum-to-'village  payments  during  the  3rd  q  arter.

(c)  Material  Support  Branch.  A  aeries  of  field  trips  ar,'i  iiispections 

were  concb'.cted  at  province  le'vel  •which  greatly  aided  the  advi.-K'i'y  teams  in  ore""- 
coming  problem  areas  in  records  accountability  and  variotJC  fields  of  managemenl.  A 
construction  supervisor  was  added  to  -tlie  staff  of  K;B  and  hi*  infl’ienee  has  expedited 
many  projects  at  both  pro-vince  and  district  level.  series  of  c  niferences  was  in- 
itia'ted  between  property  book  officers  and  their  supporting  el3;T)f:nto.  It  is  felt 
that  these  confearences  will  be  beneficial  in  sol'ving  many  rapp-ort  proLlems, 

e.  Personnel  and  Administration 

(1)  Plans  and  Operations. 

(a)  Judge  Ad'vooate  General  officers  ai-a  retiuiied  in  gref  i-  r  mwiiTiei  ;■  ‘.hen.  ant'  r--- 
iza'tion  documents  provide  for.  USARV  c  aupientation  of  6  JA(  cfrire"'.  h?p  rr;-'jv  d 
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Insufficient  to  allou  proper  senrioe  to  subordinate  and  OPCON  Commands,  most  partic- 
ulary  the  defense  oounoll  requirements.  In  the  past,  it  was  generally  possible  to 
maintain  a  eomplement  of  6  non-JAfi:  officers,  qualified  as  attorney's,  to  assist. 

With  dwindling  strength  resources  however,  this  is  no  longer  possible  and  it  is 
necessary  to  compete  for  the  few  which  are  being  made  available  from  USAEV  with 
other  commands.  On  1  August,  only  two  of  the  co&plement  of  6  non-JAQs  formerly  as¬ 
signed  will  remain. 

(b)  The  reduced  officer  resource  situation  is  also  making  it  difficult  to  main¬ 
tain  'extra'  Lt  Colonels  in  positions  not  authorized  by  MTOE.  An  example  is  the 
Special  Liaison  Group  to  the  ROKs.  MTOE  authorization  calls  for  five  of  the  liaison 
positions  to  be  filled  with  majors.  In  the  past,  because  it  was  possible,  and  because 
the  ROKs  preferred  it,  Lt  Colonels  were  assigned  to  these  positions.  Now  that  no 
'extra'  Lt  Colonels  are  being  made  available,  fill  into  these  positions  denies  fill 
into  TOE  positions.  Similarly,  support  of  five  positions  allocated  to  CORDS  to  sup¬ 
port  the  G-5  function  as  a  result  of  the  G-5  section  being  deleted  from  the  HQ  I 
FFORCEV  MTOE  as  part  of  space  drawdown  (and  the  function  transfered)  is  difficult. 

One  difficulty  is  that  captains'  spaces  were  allocated  to  CORDS  and  the  requirement 
there  includes  Lt  Colonels.  In  time  of  plenty,  the  grade  authorization  was  virtually 
immaterial,  but  now  that  fill  to  I  FFORCEV  is  closely  held  to  authorizations,  real- 
location  of  spaces  is  necessary,  or  support  must  be  reexamined. 

(c)  Dwindling  resources  are  making  it  more  difficult  to  support  Nha  Trang 
station  complement  requirements.  In  the  past,  excess  assigned  to  HQ  I  FFORCEV  and 
to  carrier  units  located  in  Nha  Trang  was  easily  sufficient  to  support  a  complement 
of  90.  Nov  that  enlisted  personnel  are  not  filled  to  authorization,  and  little  if 
any  excess  1^  assigned,  each  station  complement  requirement  denies  fill  to  an  MTOE 
position.  Since  MTOE  positions  have  also  been  reduced,  carrier  units  and  Headquarters 
elements  are  not  as  agreeable  to  having  personnel  charged  agednst  them  and  working 

in  station  eomplement  Jobs  as  they  once  were.  Accordingly,  station  complement  require 
ments  are  under  review. 

(d)  UO  Barber,  Crypto  Technician  for  the  54th  Signal  Battalion  departs  on  15 
August.  One  crypto  technician  is  authorized  in  all  of  I  FFORCEV.  No  replacement 
has  yet  been  made  available  by  USARV  and  it  has  become  necessary  to  turn  over  the 
crypto  account  temporarly  to  a  Junior  officer. 

(e)  USARV  responded  well  to  I  FFORCEV  shortages  of  Armor  captains  in  2/1  CAV, 

I  FFORCEV  has  been  brought  up  to  authorization  in  this  branch.  Armor  lieutenants 
remain  seriously  short  hoi«ver,  with  10  assigned  of  20  authorized  in  the  2/1  as  of 
1  September  and  no  relief  promised  by  USARV.  It  has  been  necessary  to  assign  other 
branches  to  the  2/1  to  compensate. 

(f)  Inf  entry  Majors  continue  to  be  critically  short.  Of  22  authorized  in  I 
FFORCEV,  (20  in  HQ  I  FFORCEV  are  branch  ixmiaterial  requirements  and  2  in  1/50  Inf 
are  branch  material)  only  6  will  be  assigned  on  1  Sep'tember  70.  Infantry  Branch  has 
been  concerned  over  short  CONUS-Vietnam  turn  around  times  (now  at  about  12  months 
for  Majors  Infantry)  amd  has  been  reluctant  to  fill  branch  immaterial  requirements. 
Accordingly,  action  has  been  taken  by  I  JiT’ORCEV  to  adjust  requisltloniiig  for  branch 
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Immaterial  requirements,  deleting  Infantry  and  substituting  KleJd  ''rtlllory  and  Air 
Defense  in  vrfdch  branches  supiort  is  more  readily  available.  Infftatry  Captains  and  Lieu 
tenants  ire  supriorted  adequately. 

(g)  Artillery  Majors  continue  to  be  supported  at  authorization  figures,  but 
no  extras  are  being  made  available  to  compensate  for  no-fill  in  infantry.  liowever, 
fill  in  Artillery  Captains  has  fallen  off  sharply  due  to  heavy  losses  in  June  and 
July.  Of  130  authorized  in  I  FPORCEV,  83  are  projected  to  be  assigned  on  1  September 
70.  Of  175  Artillery  Lts  authorized  in  I  FFORCEV,  I40  are  projected  to  be  assigned 
on  1  September. 

(h)  On  31  July  70  BG  Bowers,  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff,  Personnel  and  Administration, 
USARV  visited  Nha  Trang  to  brief  the  CG  and  staff  and  to  dlscur°  toni''s  in  his  area 
of  interest.  From  the  topics  discussed,  the  following  were  of  ’nerlal  importance 

in  the  area  of  personnel. 

1  Enlisted  fill  is  expected  to  support  91%  of  MTOE  authorization  across  tb<: 
board,  with  substitution  in  grade  being  ccanmon.  Relief  in  October  is  expected,  but 
only  as  a  result  of  decreased  authorizations. 

2  Officer  fill  is  expected  to  support  95^  of  MTOE  authorization  across  the 
board,  with  less  support  in  certAdn  branches  and  grades,  particularly  infantry  field 
grade. 

2  Command  recommended  assets  are  not  available  to  support  battalion  command  turn¬ 
over  on  a  6  lionth  cycle  as  was  previously  possible.  USARV  is  barely  meeting  require¬ 
ments  to  replace  battalion  commanders  rotating  to  CONUS  on  DEROS, 

(2)  Personnel  Management 

(a)  Strength  accounting  remained  an  item  of  emphasis  at  HQ,  USARV  and,  at  this 
headquarters.  Effective  25  June,  a  new  format  was  introduced  by  HQ,  USARV  for  the 
Dally  Command  Strength  Report, 

(b)  As  a  result  of  the  i»v  DCSR  format,  strength  accounting  has  been  able  to 
keep  better  trade  of  assignment  gains.  Many  \mits  had  previously  failed  to  pick  up 
many  on  EDCSA,  which  clearly  showed  on  HQ,  I  FFORCEV  strength  projections.  Effect¬ 
ive  25  June,  all  units  ware  directed  to  call  this  Headquarters  for  telej^one  input 
information.  Orders  have  been  forwarded  to  units  by  message,  but  many  units  were  not 
receiving  assignment  instructions  until  after  EDCSA,  and  others  were  not  picking  up 
individuals  on  EDCSA.  Telephonic  input  to  units  has  resulted  in  improved  strength 
projections  for  the  command  as  a  much  higher  percentage  of  are  picked  up  on  EDCSA. 

(0)  The  new  DCSR  has  also  made  possible  indentlflcatlon  of  unprogrammed  gains 
and  losses  and  resultant  strength  projections  iMeh  take  into  accouno  these  changes. 
Thus,  strength  projections  b/neeforth  will  have  EDCSA  assignment  gains  and  EDCSA 
DER06  losses  as  the  only  variables,  allowing  tighter  control  of  projections  and  ident¬ 
ification  of  discrepancies. 
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(3)  Awards  and  Decorations 

Numerous  awards  were  received  l^-thls  headquarters  idiich  contain  identical  na]>- 
ratives,  citations,  and  in  the  case  of  valor  awards,  identical  witness  statements. 

A  message  was  sent  to  the  field  giving  guidance  on  future  policy  for  submitting 
awards  on  21  Jul  70.  Awards  received  which  have  identical  citation,  narratives, 
and/or  citations  will  be  returned  by  this  headquarters  for  rewrite. 

(4)  Rest  and  Recuperation 

(a)  The  new  in-co\mtry  RSA  Center,  located  at  China  Beach,  Da  Nang,  began 
operations  on  1  June  1970.  I  FFORCEV  continues  to  receive  three  officer  allocations 
and  twenty  enlisted  allocations  for  China  Beach  per  month. 

(b)  An  average  of  727  allocations  were  used  per  month  during  the  quarter. 

(c)  The  R&R  center  at  Cam  Ranh  Pay  was  closed  effective  1  July.  R&R  mrticipants 
in  this  command  are  now  departing  froa  Tan  Son  Nhut  Air  Base  in  Saigon.  A  I  FB’OilCEV 
RAR  Liaison  representative  at  Canp  Al|^,  Tan  Son  Nhut,  has  been  appointed  to  assist 
all  I  FFORCEV  personnel.  His  primary  duties  are  to  brief  I  FFORCEV  personnel  on  2CcX 
procedures,  meet  returning  R&R  personnel^  and  book  in-country  flights  back  to  assigned 
units. 

(5)  Career  Counseling 

(a)  I  FFORCEV  continued  to  drop  in  first  tern  and  AUS  personnel  during  the  fourth 
quarter  FT  70.  During  this  period  there  were  20  first  term  RA  and  AUS  reenlistments. 

A  battalion  reenlistoent  NCO  training  conference  was  held  24  June  70  to  provide  neces¬ 
sary  training  for  unit  counselors.  Increased  command  emphasis  iras  employed  and  should 
show  results  in  the  future, 

(b)  The  April  monthly  reenlistment  award  went  to  D  Co,  1st  Bn,  50th  Inf,  and  the 
May  awird  was  made  to  SVG  Btry,  7th  Bn,  131^1  Arty.  In  June,  the  honors  went  to  HHC, 
54th  oig  Bn, 

(c)  Tile  fourth  Quarter  FY  70  award  was  won  by  the  7th  Bn,  13th  Arty  for  achieve¬ 
ments  during  this  period. 

(d)  Effective  1  July  70  a  1  percent  objective  was  instituted  by  USARV. 

(6)  Administrative  Services 

(a)  During  the  quarter,  the  Administrative  Services  Section  sustained  nomol 
operations  with  little  significant  reportable  activity. 

(b)  Tlie  Nha  Trang  Special  Service  Club  located  at  Camp  McDermott  was  for  wily 
o’^ned  on  17  May  as  scheduled.  Additionally,  a  survey  was  conducted  tlaoughout  the 
2d  .'dlitLiry  Region  to  determine  the  quantity,  type  and  quality  of  recK?.ition  C(ia1i>' 
nent  and  facilities.  The  survey  was  nocessarv  for  eviluation  of  tho?'.8  areas  nooding 
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(7)  Civilian  Personnel 

(a)  Direct  Hire  Program:  Direct  Hire  Management  during  the  quai^r  was  satis¬ 
factory.  Close  coordination  has  been  maintained  with  the  Area  Civilian  Personnel 
Officers  (ACFOs)  at  Nha  Trang,  Qul  Hhon,  Pleiku,  and  Cam  Ranh  Bay.  During  the 
quai1v%  USAR7  allowed  an  increase  of  two  (2)  direct  hire  spaces  from  243  to  250. 

Nine  (9)  more  spaces  should  be  authorised  shortly  to  be  used  for  hiring  guards  for 
the  Grand  Hotel  Compound.  A  new  Table  and  Allowance  (TDA)  was  submitted  on  27  Ijay 
70  to  USARV,  A  slight  delay  in  approval  was  incurred  due  to  incnafficient  justifications. 
This  has  been  rectified  and  if  approved  the  TDA  would  be  Increased  by  approximately 
seventy-five  (75)  positions.

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(b)  The  9Sth  Med  Det  (KO)  departed  Nha  Trang  In  June  1970  for  Da  Hang.  Tlas 
leaves  one  (l)  Amy  psychiatrist  and  one  (l)  Hi  Social  'Atorker  for  the  entire  MR  2 
South  and  that  resource  at  Gam  Ranh  South  in  the  imGS.  Efforts  up  to  this  tl  e  to 
have  the  USAF  medical  resources  assume  a  portion  of  the  outpatient  load  Isavc  not 
been  successful.  It  is  expected  that  vdth  the  fomulation  of  an  Inter-Service  Agi'e- 
ement  in  the  future  better  psychiatric  outpatient  services  will  be  available  to  the 
troops. 

(o)  The  8th  Field  Hospital  formally  closed  its  doors  for  the  treatment  of 
patients  on  9  July  1970  in  anticipation  of  turning  the  hospital  physical  plant  and 
assets  over  to  the  ARVN  on  1  Aug  70,  The  workload  and  responsibility  of  medic  d 
support  of  the  area  was  to  be  assumed  by  the  575th  Med  Dlsp.  at  Camp  McDomott. 

(d)  The  575th  Med  Disp.  tAiioh  h'iS  been  operating  with  no  hfiding  capability  .uid 

the  responsibility  for  medic  d  supjxirt  of  the  Hha  'i’r''ng  area,  though  sui'p^toontod

(l)  Intelligence. 

(a)  Eiiemy  artillery  expenditures  for  MR  2  is  illustrated  in  Table  1  for  the 
period  1  Hay  to  31  July  1970,  A  high  point  occurred  the  wsek  ending  8  I'ay  and 
moderate  activity  the  weeks  ending  15  and  22  May,  Bet;«en  23  and  29  May,  activity 
returned  to  a  low  level,  A  sharp  increase  occurred  on  31  Hay,  causing  the  level  of 
activity  for  the  week  to  return  to  a  moderate  level.  In  the  remaining  eight  weeks 
of  the  quarter,  expenditures  by  enemy  artillery  units  reiained  at  a  low  level, 

(b)  The  moderate  to  high  level  of  activity  occuring  the  first  three  wacks  of 
May  appeared  to  be  in  response  to  allied  operations  in  Cambodia.  However,  it  may 
have  been  merely  a  continuation  of  the  spring  offenti/e  Tjhieh  reached  a  high  through¬ 
out  the  militcocy  region  in  April,  A  sharp  increase  in  activity  was  predicted  for  13- 
19  Hay  to  commemorate  Ho  Chi  Minh's  and  Buddha's  birthdays,  Hoax-'jer,  a  significant 
change  in  the  level  of  activity  did  not  occur  on  these  dates.  Standoff  attacks 
launched  In  tho  Southern  I-vovinces  on  30  and  31  May  and  on  4  June  through’  ut  the 
military  region  as  enemy  activity  reached  a  high  point,  .'igcnt  repoc'*  --  reoei'/ed 
during  June  indicating  that  a  major  offensive  would  bo  lauii'‘hecl  all  oci  r  .'.eln.aiu  on 

or  about  28  June  when  provincial  eleotione  W're  to  be  held.  Acti\'ily  r-ms  Id  be  directed 
at  RF/PF  uiaits  and  eivllisns  supporting  tho  GVH.  By  difrapting  prevh  IjI  elertionc, 
enemy  forces  hoped  to  gain  a  major  political  victory.  Altbrugh  a  mimor  increase  in 
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activity  did  ooour  on  the  28th,  provlnolnl  electlone  wre  held  on  ecbedule  without 
being  harassed  by  VC/NVA  units.  Credit  is  given  to  Vietnamese  forces  for  pre¬ 
empting  enemy  plans  to  disrupt  the  eleotions.  Enemy  artillery  expenditures  frcn  5 
June  through  the  end  of  the  quax^r  have  been  held  to  a  low  level.  An  average  of  231 
rounds  have  been  fired  per  week  compared  to  an  average  of  884  rounds  i;er  week  for  th* 
period  2  May  -  5  June.  The  decrease  level  of  activity  is  attributed  to  logistical 
problems  confronting  enemy  forces  in  our  AO.  Sustained  attacks  in  April  accounted 
for  7,417  rounds  while  losses  Incurred  in  Cambodia  and  other  areas  of  the  MB-  2  ac¬ 
counted  for  4,268  rounds  of  artillery  ammunition  in  May.  To  prevent  critical  short¬ 
ages  of  auBsunltlon  enemy  forces  are  believed  to  be  restocking  ammunition  dumps.  In 
the  next  quarter,  enemy  offensive  activity  will  probably  increase  idun  all  units 
have  brought  ammunition  supplies  back  to  a  working  level.

(e)  Morale  and  discipline  continued  to  be  excellent  throughout  the  period. 
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g.  Engineer. 

(1)  The  Engineer  Section  continued  to  plan  and  coordinate  all  engineer  activities 
in  MR  2.  Engineer  construction  effort  was  coordinate,'  for  fire  bases,  helicopter 
rearm/refuel  points,  and  forward  logistical  support  areas  for  US  Forces  in  support 

of  ARVN  operations  in  Cambodia  during  May  and  June  1970.  Additional  engineer  effort 
was  required  for  modification  and  upgrade  of  existing  base  locations  in  conjunction 
with  force  redeployment  and  in-country  shifting  of  forces.  This  required  extensive 
coordination  by  the  First  Field  Force  Engineer  Section  with  the  principle  1  FFORCEV 
staff.  Central  District  Engineer  and  18th  Engineer  Bde.  A  detailed  evaluation  of 
the  impact  of  possible  major  reductions  in  the  LOG  program  were  also  coordinated 
with  CORDS  and  DSA  MR  2  advisory  personnel.  The  limited  engineer  capability  avail¬ 
able  in  the  MR  2  was  strained  to  meet  all  urgent  demands  for  improving  lines  of 
communication,  base  development  and  combat  support  requirements. 

(2)  The  IFFV  land  clearing  program  was  terminated  in  the  highlands  areas  of 
MR  2  and  shifted  to  clearing  in  coastal  provinces.  Clearing  in  the  northern  high¬ 
lands  (538th  LandClearlng  Co)  ceased  in  early  May  and  a  shift  of  base  to  An  Khe  with 

a  maintenance  standdown  was  accomplished.  Clearing  in  the  vicinity  of  An  Khe  included 
40  km  of  road  and  approximately  260  acres  of  selected  area  clearing  around  and  within 
Camp  Radcllff.  Land  clearing  in  the  southern  highlands  (687th  Land  Clearing  Co)  con¬ 
tinued  until  20  June;  approximately  50km  of  QL-14  and  Rte  344  were  cleared  in  Quang 
Due  Province  as  well  as  200  acres  of  selected  area  clearing  around  New  Camp  Bu  Prang, 
After  a  move  to  Cam  Ranh  Bay  and  maintenance  standdown,  area  clearing  was  started  on 
13  July  70  in  the  vicinity  of  Dong  Ba  Thin  at  a  rate  of  approximately  50  acres  per 
day.  Areas  for  indirect  fire  attacks  on  the  DBT/CRB  were  cleared. 

(3)  Construction  of  New  Camp  Bu  Prang  (ClDG  Camp)  at  coordinates  YU681508  was 
brought  to  a  successful  conclusion.  Facilities  reached  a  sufficient  state  of  com¬ 
pletion  by  the  end  of  June  permitting  all  CIDG  personnel  to  be  moved  into  the  new 
camp  and  the  old  one  to  be  dismantled.  The  airfield  (TYPE  11  C123)  constructed  at 
the  new  camp  was  opened  on  5  July  1970  and  supplies  for  the  camp,  as  well  as  most  of 
the  remaining  construction  materials,  were  moved  to  the  camp  by  fixed  wing  aircraft. 
Projects  associated  with  reinforcing  and  repair  of  selected  bunkers,  completing  access 
roads  and  improvement  of  tha  camp  drainage  continued  until  the  end  of  July. 

(4)  MACV  advisory  Facilities  Upgrade  Program,  During  the  reporting  period 
construction  for  MACV  Advisory  Facilities  reached  an  all-time  high  with  the  completion 
of  18  sites  and  construction  underway  on  eleven.  The  majority  of  projects  underway 
need  only  to  have  a  water  well  dug  and  purification  equipment  installed  in  order  to 
complete  Individual  site  construction  programs.  During  July  the  last  directives  were 
issued  for  the  construction  of  four  water  wells  and  one  septic  tank.  The  FY-71  Con¬ 
struction  Program  for  MACV  Advisor  Facilities  started  with  twentyfour  uncompleted 
projects,  fifteen  of  which  were  under  construction  and  the  remaining  unstarted.  As 

of  31  July  1970,  five  have  been  completed,  eleven  are  underway  and  eight  are  not  yet 
started. 

h.  Signal  Operations 
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1970 


(1)  The  continuing  upgrade  of  communications  systems  and  circuits  within  the 
2l  Military  Region  was  the  major  concern  of  the  Signal  Section  during  the  la;At 
quarter. 

(2)  The  Signal  Section  was  deeply  involved  in  providing  conmunications  in  sup¬ 
port  of  operation  Blnh  Tay  I  through  IV  that  occurred  during  the  quarter,  both  to 
US  combat  elements  and  to  ARVN  advisors.  On  15  Ha/,  radio  teletype  and  loultl-ehan- 
nel  equipment  ware  provldod  to  the  4th  Infantry  Division  to  extend  communications 
from  in  Khe  to  Fleiku  and  Plel  Djereng  in  support  ol  operation  Blnh  Tay  I.  Using  a 
oombinatlon  of  54th  Signal  Battalion  VHF  equipment  and  124th  Signal  Battalion  VHF 
equlpnent,  24  voice  channels  wen  extended  thru  a  relay  on  Dragon  Mountain  to  the 

4th  Infantry  Division  Forward  CP  at  Plei  Djereng.  Additionally,  radio  teletype  equip¬ 
ment  was  provided  to  DSA  MR  2  to  es'^ablish  a  station  in  their  net  at  Due  Co, 
Headquarters  of  the  22nd  ARVN  Oivlalon  Forward  for  Operations  Pinh  Tay  I  and  II  flora 
5  Hay  through  23  May.  In  support  of  the  Senior  Advisor,  23d  ^iRVU  Division  during 
Operation  Blnh  Tay  III,  two  radio  teletype  terminals  and  a  four  channel  'JU?  system 
were  installed  and  operated  by  the  54th  Slgtial  Battalion  to  extend  coraiirLAnicaticoe 
from  Ban  Me  Thuot  to  Due  Lap  during  Phase  Ono  from  20  May  to  21  June,  and  then  to 
Trang  Phuc  during  Phase  Two  from  20  June  to  27  Juno.  During  Operation  3inh  Tay  IV 
from  24  June  to  26  June,  a  radio  teletype  terminal  was  again  provided  at  Duo  Co  tc 
extend  communications  from  Pleiku  for  DSA,  MR.  2. 

(3)  Communications  support  was  also  provided  to  the  Serdor  LiaiSon  Officer, 

Capitol  ROK  Infantry  Division  during  operations  Dok  Suri  70-1  from  April  thr : jgh 
8  May,  and  Ho  Rang  1  from  16  July  through  31  July.  Communie.ations  vrfru  i)rovidecl  tc 
the  Division  Tactical  Command  Post  via  radio  toletyps}  equipnent  installed  and  operated 
by  the  54th  Signal  Battalion. 

(4)  Communications  support  wac  provided  to  the  3rd  Bn,  506tn  ibn  Infaiitry,  aid 
2r.d  Sqdn,  Ist  Cav,  while  these  units  were  OPGON  to  I  FFORGOV,  Ir  ing  thij  BirJa  Tay 
operaUons,  coniraunications  were  extended  to  Darlac  Province.,  first  to  the  3rd/:.06th 
Inf,  and  later  to  the  2d/lst  Cav  engaged  in  road  security  op: rations  along  Bjghway 
21.  Camnunications  support  was  in  the  form  of  multi-ohunnel  VIP  .■end  radio  telex 
rig  was  attached  for  an  indefinite  period  and  suppor':  continusu  t’nx'v.igh  the  end  of 
this  reporting  period. 

(5)  During  the  report.ing  period  there  was  a  reduction  of  communication ^  fuppert 

required,  and  as  a  result,  two  12  channed  VHP  systems  were  doactivat^'d  and  ojas  re¬ 
located  in  a  consolidation  of  requirements.  An  iiIJ/TaG-24  aystam,  bet'..»:an  I.Z 

North  English  and  the  District  Headquarters  at  Tam  5uanh  was  deacti’  xled  on  <1  May 
based  on  recommendations  from  the  I73d  Airborne  Brigade,  the  unit  it  primarily 
supported.  On  24  July  an  AN/TRG-24  systc-ra,  V-08,  between  Song  Hao  Uid  Thiea  Oiuo 
was  deactivated  and  a  second  12  channel  system  between  Thien  Oiao  lUid  Phan  Thiex, 

V-07,  was  reinstalled  from  Phan  Thiet  to  Song  Mj.c,  cci'solidating  of  the  ore- 

vious  circuits  carried  over  the  two  systsns.  This  'esultcd  from  tr;  removal  of  Ist  Bn  50th 
Infantry  (Mech)  Forward  TOC  from  Thien  Oiao  .and  a  reeultant  el bainaujA.:-  of  ■  rmui!',;;;- 
ications  support  required  at  that  location. 
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(6)  On  13  June  the  Signal  Section  relocated  offices  frcus  tite  first  to  the  second 
floor  of  the  Grand  Hotel.  At  the  sane  tine  the  project  for  complete  telephone  rewiring 
of  the  Grand  Hotel  was  initiated  by  the  ld79th  Comnunlcations  Sqdn  vdth  assistance  from 
the  54th  Signal  Battalion.  The  projeot  will  provide  a  complete  new  in-house  distribution 
oable  and  drop  wires,  and  put  all  telej^one  service  in  the  building  onto  the  new  400  pair 
oable  between  the  Grand  Hotel  and  Tyi^oon  frame,  as  well  as  removal  of  all  old  wiring. 

At  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  the  projeot  was  75  percent  ccmplete. 

(7)  In  an  effort  to  improve  long  distance  dialing  in  RVH,  MACV  directed  by  a  message 
dated  29  March  1970  that  the  Class  "A"  fill  on  any  dial  or  manual  switchboard  not  exceed 
20  percent  of  the  total  fill,  a  reduction  from  the  previous  level  of  30  percent  and  an 
overall  reduction  of  one  third  of  the  Class  "A"  linos  Installed.  An  extensive  study  was 
done  by  the  Signal  Section  and  21  of  the  existing  64  Class  "A"  numbers  in  the  headquarters 
ware  identified  and  reported  to  the  1379th  Communications  Squadron  for  removal.  By  use  of 
Class  "A”  lines  for  outgeliig  long  distance  calls  only,  the  reduction  was  accomplished  with 
mini’irum  turmoil. 

(8)  The  Signal  Section  completed  a  semiannual  circmlt  review  on  15  M  iy  of  all  Cor^s 
Area  Conmunlcatlons  System  (GAGS)  circuits  under  tac-  ;  utvic.w  of  this  'Headquarters.  Out  of 
a  total  of  97  circuits  reviewed,  63  were  revalidated  fo.-  retention  Oiid  34  recommende  1  for 
deactivation,  an  overall  reduction  of  35  percent  of  CACS  circuits. 

(9)  A  semiannual  Defense  Gammunications  Agency  Circuit  review  was  also  conducted 
during  the  quarter  to  study  and  determine  which  DCA  circuits  were  reqxured  for  retention 
by  this  headquarters  and  all  OPCOK  tmits.  The  study  was  completed  and  the  final  report 
sent  to  US^iRV  on  15  July.  Out  of  a  total  of  112  circuits  luider  the  preview  of  this  heui- 
quarters,  90  vore  revalidated  for  retention  and  justification  submitted  to  USARV,  and  22 
were  determined  to  be  no  longer  required  and  recommended  for  deactivation,  an  overall  re¬ 
duction  of  20  percent. 

(10)  The  Digital  Subscriber  Terminal  Equipment  (DSTE)  of  the  AUTODIN  System  instal¬ 
led  in  the  IFFV  Comm  Center  in  April  was  rehomed  from  the  Nha  Trang  Automatic  Switching 
Center  (ASC)  to  Phu  Lam  ASC  on  10  July  as  part  of  a  1st  Signal  Brigade  Plan  to  upgrade 
and  consolidate  communications.  On  12  July  the  DSTE  was  further  upgraded  from  a  150  b;dad 
(approximately  175  WIM)  to  a  300  band  terminal  (approximately  350  WRl)  to  e-  alle  cir¬ 
cuit  to  better  handle  the  traffic.  The  overall  result  was  a  marked  improve:  laat  it;  L,;e 
message  reject  rate. 

(11)  The  Signal  Section  under  went  major  personnel  changes  during  the  quarter.  LTC 
(P)  John  M.  Mays  arrived  25  May  as  Signal  Officer  to  replace  Col  Don.ild  E,  Phinney 
departed  6  June.  LTC  Jank  A.  Lucido  arrived  11  May  to  replace  LTC  VJillian  R.  ^Green  as 
Deputy  Signal  Officer  who  departed  25  May.  CPT  (P)  Archie  B.  Taylor  arrived  iS  July,  and 
Sergeant  Major  Billy  W.  Jaco  arrived  30  July  to  replace  Sergeant  alajor  Fay  Randal  \dio 
departed  10  July. 

(12)  The  Signal  Section  continued  in  its  efforts  to  resolve  frernjorcy  :  aterference 
problems,  issue  JM  frequencies,  publish  tho  I  FFORCEV  SOI/SSI,  assis-  tar  IG  r  id  G-3 
in  AGI,  OPSEC  and  physical  security  inspections,  and  obtain  circuits  t"  j  ii  pcrt  OfCO.

(a)  Observation:  Excess  voltage  in  the  modulator  radi  onde  -  4B  and  the 
transmitter  T435A/AMT-4B  was  causing  the  oscillator  to  bum  out.
